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Law-Income Housing Hinted For Northwest Suburbs

A high-ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority (CHA) official Friday hinted 
some aites in the Northwest suburban 
are* have been earmarked for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects. 


But exact location of sites outside Chi- 


cago remained a mystery, and there was 
no indication on when this information 
would be released 


Hurry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA, said the proposed 25 
sites encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area. 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development. He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
port from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information. 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
locations. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thority, was not available for comment 
Friday. 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CHA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside the city limits, and, there- 
fore, its power to condemn land will have 
to be officially recogniied by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained. Currently, the authority holds a 


"With the consent of county and local 


housing authorities and the approval of 
local governing bodies," he pointed out, 
"we can go beyond the city limits." Con- 
d e m n a t i o n power in unincorporated 
areas would have to be granted by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 


MEANWHILE, Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Pros. Jack Walsh Friday sent a let- 
ter to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Datey 


in which he called for a "meaningful and 
constructive dialogue" between Chicago 
and suburban officials on the low-income 
housing issue and other matters. Walsli, 
who is also president of the Cook County 
Council of Governments (COG), said he 
agreed with Daley that housing problems 
could not be effectively met through sep- 
arate efforts of city and suburbs. 


In his letter, he told Daley, "Using the 


housing issue as a stepping stone ... I 
urge you to consider an agreement to 
meet with members of suburban govern- 
ment; and I propose the specific use of 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
as the vehicle for such arrangements." 
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Bond Vote: 
Park Board 
Tries Again 


Elk Grove Park District residents will 


be asked again April 20 to approve a 
bond issue for park improvements and a 
recreation building, park commissioners 
said Thursday 


This time splitting the proposal into 


two parts, the park board will seek a 
recreational building with parking for 
1840,000, and general park improvements 
with parking for 1800,000. Voters may 
choose either one or both of the propos- 
als in the referendum. 


On March 8 voters defeated the propos- 


al, as a one-package deal, by a vote of 
1,123 to 1,045. That referendum was for 
$1,480,000. 


Th» increase in the split proposal is a 


result of the parking facilities, according 
to David YOB Schaumburg, board presi- 
dent He said that each of the two pro- 
posals must include the cost of parking 
m can tha other proposal is not ap- 
proved. 


"IF BOTH WIN then we would auto- 


matically reduce the cost back to the 
original and only rpovide the parking 
once," he said 


In presenting his proposal to the board, 


von Schaumburg said, "I have given con- 
siderable thought to our unsuccessful 
bond referendum. I do not feel qualified 
to state categorically the reasons we tost. 
Somewhere along the way, we did not 
get our message across nor were we as- 
tute enough to get the voters' message. 


"Out of a vote of approximately 22,00 


citizens, 51.8 per cent cast negative 
votes, certainly not, in my mind, a deci- 
sive defeat. I think we as a board have 
an obligation to return to the voters with 
a new proposition." 


He said the referendum was scheduled 


April 20 to avoid any additional election 
cost. April 20 is election day for the vil- 
lage, park, and library boards. 


"By having the ballot on general elec- 


tion day, the only cost incurred is the 
printing of the propositions There is ab-

Fin; Dept. Vehicle Tangles With A Thaw 


All Terrain? Maybe: All Weather? No

A demonstration by the fire depart- 


ment fizzled out Saturday when their all- 
terrain-vehicle got stuck in the middle of 
the ice on Lake Cosman in Elk Grove 
Village. 


"We had it wide open — 30-35 miles 


per hour — when we hit a pocket of thin 
ice," said Capt. John Henriei, driver of 
the new piece of equipment purchased by 
theJaycees "I knew we'd drop in sooner 
or later. 
" 'Hang on 
1 It looks like we're going 


in,' I said " 


Sure enough. 
A crowd of about 50 spectators near 


Wellington Avenue watched through the 
morning fog as the vehicle with the two 


firemen inside dropped into the water. 


"The rear end dropped. We were al- 


most standing up in the water," said 
Firefighter Walter Kriesant, who was in 
the 750-pound vehicle with Henriei. 


The engine flooded, stranding the two 


men briefly out on the small lake. 


"The only time I was scared was when 


I stepped out onto the ice and it started 
cracking around me," said Henriei after 
firemen used a rope to pull the vehicle, 
also known as a tracker, to the shore. 


While firemen were good natured 


about the failure of the morning's exploit 
in the lake the last laugh was yett o 
come when firemen tried to pull the tra- 
cker out of the water and onto the shore. 


With six firemen pulling on a line at- 


tached to the rear of the vehicle, a hook 
gave way, sending! hem sprawling to the 
ground. 


There they were, in order of rank, Fire 


Chief Allen Hulett, Captains William Clif- 
ford, and Henriei, Lieutenants Clyde 
Hood and John Mergens, and Firefighter 
Richard KeywortJi, all lyong on the shore 
of Lake Cosman, in the fog. 


Fortunately or unfortunately, no one 


saw the incident except Mike Ryan of the 
Jaycees and this reporter. 


"I'm glad you didn't have your cam- 


era," said Hulett. "I'm glad WGN didn't 
show " 


But a camera crew and WGN's Marty 


O'Connor did show up, a little later bow- 
ever, to interview the chief for the 10 


p.m. news. 


"It's a wonder we didn't sink it (the 


tracker," said Hulett. "It gave us a 
scare." 


A townhouse resident nearby, wonder- 


ing what had happened, recalled that two 
snowmobiles were swallowed up by Lake 
Cosman this winter when they went 
through the ice. 


Both have since been retrieved though 


one required the services of a scuba di- 
ver. 


By 11 a.m. the incident at the lake was 


over. The crowd was gone. And the fog 
was showing signs of lifting. 


"Lucky thing it was a foggy day after 


all," mused Hulett "Or else we'd have 
had more epople there."

Why County 
OKd Zoning 
Near Devon 


A proposed 50-acre, 1,334 unit devel- 


opment southwest of the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage limits is consistent with what Elk 
Grove Village officials have planned, ac- 
cording to Alex Seith, chairman of the 
Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals. 


"I saw tilings in your plan that are 


consistent with what the developer is 
doing," said Seith, speaking at a forum 
on zoning Thursday in the Admiral Rich- 
ard E. Bryd School. 


Seith cited his reasons why, in Decem- 


ber, the county xoned the 50-acre tract 
near Devon Avenue and Interstate-*) 
largely for apartment units despite vil- 
lage objections. 


Recommendations of the village's com- 


prehensive plan, he said, caD for: 


—self-contained neighborhoods. 
—additional multiple-family housing. 
—a west entrance to O'Hare Airport. 
—that Devon Avenue become a major 


thoroughfare. 


Village officials have objected to the 


development, because it is contrary to 
what its plan calls for north of Devon 
Avenue. The area has been designated 
for single-family homes in the plan. 


Trustee Richard 
McGrenera, also 


speaking at the meeting, said he realized 
the area is no longer economically fea- 
sible for a developer to build an single- 
family homes. He said the village if will- 
ing to meet with developers of multiple 
family units, but that this particular de- 
velopment is objectionable basically be- 
cause of a higher density than the village 
would allow. 


SEITH POINTED out that the village 


has granted approval for multiple family 
developments near St. Alexius Hospital, 
an area that according to the village

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But Only 60 Per Cent Arc; Retirees 
Social Security Dependents On Rise

Most people have to check before recit- 


ing thnr social security numbers To 
many suburbanites, however, that long 
string of digits is becoming second na- 
tared 


The number of residents in the North- 


west suburbs on social security is larger 
than ever hrfore, and growing steadily 


Jack Gustafson, assistant manager of 


the ChlcnRo Social Security office, said 
the tremendous increase in population, 
as shown by the 1970 census, accounts 
for this unprecedented increase 


He said 109 per cent of Des Flames' 


57 239 residents are social security bene- 
ficiaries And in Palatine, an even 10 per 
cent of the 24 W4 villagers are classified 
as beneficiaries 


It is misleading to think this increase 


means more senior citizens are moving 
into the area, for only 60 per cent are 
retirees, while the rest are widows, dis- 
abled workers and 10 forth 


OTHER SUBURBS have a lower per- 


centage of residents on social security. 
In Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Elk 
G r o v e . 
Mount Prospect, 
Prospect 


Heights. Rolling Meadows and Wheeling, 
the average number of beneficiaries out 
of each community's total population is 
6 3 per cent 


Considering the fact that the national 


average is 11 per cent, these figures for 
suburbia are not that unusual. 


But, it is a high percentage for the sub- 


urbs alone, which have had traditionally 
few people on social security. The rela- 
tive newness of the suburbs and the low 
median age of their residents have ac- 
counted for this dip in the suburban 
scale, he said 


Gustafson explained that, "the older a 


community gets, the higher the per- 


centage goes." He said, "Another factor 
which has boosted these percentages is 
the fantastic rate suburban populations 
are growing at," he said. 


About one more per cent of each 


town's population has gone on social se- 
curity in the last two years alone, he 
said. 


AND BY 198», when the population is 


expected to double, suburbs with a 6.3 
per cent average number of residents on 
social security now win reach the 11 or 
12 per cent mark which Des Plaines and 
Palatine are currently reaching. 


Of these people, the retirees are re- 


ceiving about $118 per month, while the 
disabled workers get about $131 each 
month, he said.

59 representative, claimed it 
only raised questions which Dist. 59 felt 
should be discussed by the governing 
board. Others, including Elementary 
Dist 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill, said the let- 
ter was a threat to pull out of NEC if the 
administrative 
structure and the in- 


clusion of superintendents on the board 
were not cl anged. 


The 10 participating districts have 


been asked to renew their 1971-72 mem- 
berships by April 1. So far, seven school 
districts have decided to stay in the or- 
ganization, though some have indicated 
the upcoming year will be a trial year 
for continuing membership in 1972. 


Dists. 59, 54 and 26 are expected to 


vote this week on continuing their NEC 
membership. 


Mrs. Hiktebrandt said she feels the 


NEC should either have lay control, 
meaning the school board representa- 
tives, or become a superintendents' coop- 
erative: "Why cant we sit nere and 
make our own decisions without having 
the superintendents here to influence our 
decisions?" 


Gill replied: "In the constitution we 


agreed to a cooperative governing board 
of lay members and superintendents. If 
Dist. 59 does not like the structure, then 


• 


you should either propose the con- 
stitution be changed or get out." 


Though discussion of changing the con- 


stitution and set up in the NEC contin- 
ued, the governing board did not take 
action to make changes: "I think all the 
boards have discussed the NEC quite a 
bit in the last few months and maybe we 
should change it, but not right now when 
we are angry and can't think straight," 
Arthur Aronson of the High School Dist. 
214 board said. 


Later in the meeting, Aronson was 


elected chairman of the governing board 
next year. Alex Casper of Dist. 57 will be 
vice president and Betty Landon of Dist 
54, member-at-large on the executive 
board.

will be in a most favorable hiring posi- 
tion this year, said Ronald Ruble, per- 
sonnel director. He returned last week 
from a 5-week recruiting trip that took 
him to 43 colleges in five states. 


Ruble interviewed more than 10 per- 


sons per day on his trip, and in previous 
years there were many days when he 
talked to only three or four persons in a 
day. Ruble found his job has changed. 
He no longer acts as a salesman for the 
district, he said, touting the district's 
benefits and attractive features to poten- 
tial employes. 


He now is able to be selective. He lets 


the students come to him, and listens to 
their salesmanship. 


RUBLE HAS received 
applications 


from 851 persons seeking jobs for next 
year. These are in addition to the candi- 
dates he interviewed on his trip. Normal- 
ly, this early in the hiring season, he 
said, he has about 300 applications on 
file. 


On his recruiting tour, Ruble visited 


colleges in Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin, 
Missouri and Ohio, visiting only one col- 
lege in each of the last two states. He did 
not go to Iowa or Michigan, states where 
he would have interviewed in the past. 


Ruble attributes the surplus of appli- 


cations to the general economic reces- 
sion and the shortage of teaching jobs. 
This is a reversal of conditions in the 
past, when teachers could apply for a job 
in August and expect to be hired, he 
said. 


"The professors have talked to their 


students in class, so everyone is con- 
scious of the fact they really have to go 
out and hustle to get jobs," said Ruble. 
"The surplus in teachers makes them ap- 
ply earlier and to more districts.

degree requirements. Several persons 
completing their doctorates also applied, 
seeking administrative jobs. 


The largest number of applicants listed 


thus far represents persons fresh out of 
school, said Ruble. But he expects to re- 
ceive more applications from experi- 
enced teachers as other districts com- 
plete contract negotiations or teachers 
are asked to commit themselves for next 
year. 


Ruble already has applications on file 


from teachers laid off of jobs in Catholic 
schools. He also exepcts the district will 
get applications from persons laid off 
from other suburban public school dis- 
tricts.

Ex Harper 
Teacher 
Trial Set 


Lawyers for Harper College and two 


former Harper teachers have until 
March 29 to gather evidence for a bench 
trial before Federal Court Judge Abra- 
ham Marovitz. 


Judge Marovitz said Friday he thinks 


the case of two Harper teachers, Edward 
Kalish and Betty Enbysk should go to 
trial because of the alleged civil rights 
violation. 


Kalish and Mrs. Enbysk have charged 


Harper violated their civil rights and 
freedom of speech by refusing to renew 
their contracts in December, 1968, with- 
out giving reasons why. The two former 
teachers claim they were dismissed for 
their activities in the Harper College 
Faculty Senate rather than their teach- 
ing ability. 


The two have filed a $350,000 damage 


suit against Harper and have asked that 
the college be "permanently enjoined" 
from dropping their contracts. Neither 
were tenure teachers at the time of their 
dismissal. 


JUDGE MAROVITZ said earlier this 


year he dad not think a full hearing on 
the suit was necessary since other sim- 
ilar cases have recently been heard in 
federal courts. 


Both attorneys, Marvin Glink for Har- 


per College and Richard Wexler for the 
two teachers, have agreed a full bearing 
is not necessary. They plan to sbmtt evi- 
dence primarily through deposition, 
statements taken under oath outside the 
courtroom. 


The suit, now almost 2 years old, was 


filed after Kalish and Mrs Enbyk asked 
the college for a public hearing on their 
dismissal and were refused. Judge Ma- 
rovitz has since ordered Harper officials 
to send a letter stating the reasons for 
dismissal to the two teachers. In the let- 
ters, Harper officials cited incidents of 
poor teaching techniques and an indepen- 
dent attitude to administrative proce- 
dures as reasons for their dismissal.

Newman," noted Sheridan Barker, editor 
of the student newspaper at this small 
Southern Baptist college 30 miles east of 
Knoxville. 


"Folk games?" 
Was this a euphemism for community 


skinny-dipping? "Feelie" parties or 
"anatomy-by-braille?" Outright campus 
orgies? 


"Folk games really means co-educa- 


tional square dancing," explained Bark- 
er, "only we can't call it dancing." 


For Canon Newman College is owned 


and substantially subsidized ($405,933 
last year) by the Tennessee Baptist Con- 
vention, which recently voted to force the 
trustees to reinstitute a 119-year-old 
prohibition of dancing on campus. 


Carson Newman's trustees had for 1,3 


months lifted the dance ban, in view of 
the nearly unanimous feelings of stu-

dents, faculty and parents. Moreover, a 
similar dance ban had been rescinded 
more than a decade ago at another Bap- 
tist college, Wake Forest, in nearby 
North Carolina. 


CARSON NEWMAN, a scholastically 


respectable college of 3,000, has been ac- 
credited since 1928, having been founded 
in 1849 as The Mossy Creek Missionary 
Baptist Seminary. This title was phased 
out (happily for contemporary students) 
in view of financial generosities of the 
late Messrs. J. H. Carson and W. C. 
Newman. 


Yet a majority of the TBC appears 


piously dedicated to keeping Carson 
Newman mossy. In a scenario that could 
have been produced by 14th Century Fox, 
the Convention was puncutated by shouts 
of "If it was wrong for 119 years it's 
wrong now!" The Rev. John Buell of 
Knoxville zealously informed the con- 
vention: 


"Any man who says he can dance and 


keep his thoughts pure is less than a man 
or tie is a liar!" 


Without challenging this notable con- 


tention that all dancing women are erotic 
enough to provoke "impure" thoughts 
from all real men, student vice president 
Steve Petty noted that Christ said noth- 
ing against dancing. (This was under- 
standable, since Jesus' ancestor, King 
David, had "danced before the Lord with 
all his might" — 11 Samuel 6:14 — and 
when mis was criticized by Michal she 
was cursed with childlessness.) 


If Jesus said nothing against dancing, 


the Nolachucky Association of Baptists in 
nearby Morristown had plenty to say. 
Dancing, the association resolved, is "so- 
cial behavior that is worldly in nature, 
sinful in character and detrimental to all 
that is truly righteous and godly." 


Added Alpha Baptist pastor J. W. Ray- 


burn, "Any immoral act after the dance 
is a result of the dance."

My brother had it this summer and we 
were sure he was going to die. He was 
just that bad and the doctor had given 
him up. But he got over it and got to go 
home. He's been home about three 
months. But people say it will come 
back. Is this true? If so, how often do 
they have these attacks? And would the 
antibiotics be as effective next time? 


Dear Reader —Uremic poisoning re- 


fers to a buildup in the body of urea, the 
waste product from metabolizing protein. 
The protein can come from the diet or, if 
the person is not eating enough, from the 
actual use of body protein. It is normal 
to have some urea in the blood but ex- 
cess amounts are filtered out by the kid- 
neys. 


Anything that causes the kidneys to de- 


crease their function in filtering out 
waste products can cause a build-up of 
urea. A person with high blood pressure 
and kidney disease may gradually devel- 
op uremic poisoning. A young man with 
an injury to his kidneys can develop it. 
Kidney failure can 
follow prolonged 


shock if the kidneys don't get enough 
blood. A number of toxic agents can af- 
fect the kidneys and cause them to fail. 
Of course, there are Infections and in- 
flammations that cause nephritis that 
may result In kidney failure Even a me- 
chanical obstruction in the outflow of ur- 
ine ran cause the problem if it is not

disease of the arteries involving other 
parts of the body. There are many medi- 
cal centers now using artificial kidney 
devices that can often be used once a 
week to restore the normal chemical bal- 
ance of the body. New and cheaper de- 
vices are being developed for home use.

In its 10 years, the corps has involved 


some 43,000, American volunteers work- 
big with people in nations throughout the 
world. 


Presently, the organization involves 


some 8,300 people and are looking for an 
additional 4,000. They are searching for 
skilled volunteers mduding auto and die- 
ael mechanics, machinists, electricians, 
and the various construction tradesmen. 


Along with doing your part for man- 


kind, there are some added benefits that 
are given to volunteers. Medical, dental, 
living and travel expenses are paid and 
schooling arranged for all children up to 
18 years old. 


In addition, there is a readjustment al- 


lowance banked for the volunteer and his 
family here while be is away. If support- 
ing a family, the sum is nearly $9,000, 
which he receives upon return to Amer- 
ica.

dent," he said. 


Seeking the otter side of the issue, I 


contacted one of Nixon's aides at the 
White House. 


"If you want to know the truth," he 


said, "the President was being generous 
when he rated those demonstrators a 
'little amateurish. Most of them clearly 
belong in the duffer class. 


"Well-intentioned, sure. But so was Ag- 


new well-intentioned when his tee shots 
hit Doug Sanders and a couple of specta- 
tors." 


over-simplification" in the dialogue and 
to imply that the fundamental rules of 
human decency were violated is simply 
incredible. 


These expressions would seem to apply 


more readily to Mr. Kinsolving's article 
itself. If Mr. Kinsolving wished to convey 
something sensational, I'm surprised 
that he did not quote Prof. Fletcher's 
tasteless remark that Jesus Christ was 
an ignorant peasant with no more philo- 
sophical understanding than a guinea 
Pig!

Next week a young Chicago at- 


torney named Thomas M Tully of- 
hciallv will assume duties as chief 
aide to Cook County Assessor P J 
Caller-ton 
The 33-year-old Tully, 


who will replace veteran deputy 
assessor 
Russell Johnson, was 


named to the post as a result of 
some sweeping recommendations 
made recently by a consultant 
fifm. 


Cullerton commissioned Real Es- 


tate Research Corp to conduct a 
cdhiprehensive study of his office 
larft fall following press disclosures 
the assessment procedure was 
marked by favoritism and irre- 
evflarities 
Subsequent 
findings 


published 
in a 134-page report 


called for a major reorganization 
effort under the leadership of a 
"Highly competent man . with 
inipeccable credentials " Appoint- 
rnfent of that man was given top 
ptjonty, and ( ullerton responded 
by. naming TulK as his top assist- 
ant 


But that was only one of several 


key recommendations the study 
m£de In a lengthy official state- 
ment accompanying release of the 
report. Cullerton outlined a series 
of other changes — all relatively 
minor — that would be imple- 
mented immediately Most of the 
study's significant proposals were 
set aside for "more analysis and 
thought " 


Among those shelved was a rec- 


ommendation that all assessment 
records and rule books be opened 
up to the public Real Estate Re- 


search, in direct response to con- 
cern last fall over the fact certain 
records were kept under wraps, 
made the proposal so Cullerton 
could restore public confidence of 
his office. 


We are disturbed this recommen- 


dation was among those not slated 
for forthcoming implementation. 
Certainly, its adoption is not ham- 
pered by any serious adminis- 
trative problems And there is lit- 
tle doubt assessment documents 
qualify as public records. 


It is especially upsetting to note 


that this particular proposal was 
barely mentioned in Cullerton's 
eight-page statement regarding the 
report. The apparent reluctance to 
adopt — or even talk — about a full 
disclosure policy 
only 
bolsters 


long-standing speculation the as- 
sessor's office has something to 
hide. 


In light of such reluctance we 


find it difficult to believe Cullerton 
is serious about restoring public 
confidence or making any signifi- 
cant changes proposed by the re- 
port 


It is obvious Tully faces a monu- 


mental task in directing an over- 
haul of the assessment operation. 
Many of the suggested changes will 
cost money, and, as the report 
pointed out, the attainment of some 
measure of public support is vital. 
Continued refusal by the assessor's 
office to abandon its restrictive 
p o l i c i e s governing access to 
records will seriously jeopardize 
efforts to gain that support.

Aid To Non-Public Schools

While "referendum" 
and 
"negotia- 


tions" and "election" buzz around the 
heads of educators and citizens like fren- 
zied hornets, there's one issue which has 
slipped almost out of irritability in the 
past six months. 


The issue — state aid to non-public 


schools — is going to emerge again later 
this month, if we can trust the nine U S. 
Supreme Court justices.

For many years, the question of how 


far state money could be used to aid non- 
public schools — especially Catholic 
schools — has been a heated issue on 
local and state levels. 


In Illinois, the clash has been especial- 


ly sharp, as the Legislature has rejected 
attempts to funnel state aid directly to 
non-public schools or into a "voucher" 
plan 


The issue has been further clouded as 


some public districts have experimented 
with busing parochial students (Dist. 214 
does it) and with shared-time programs 
— all apparently legal under Illinois law. 


Now, there's a chance that the Su- 


preme Court may determine whether 
more massive forms of state aid is per- 
missible. 


This spring, the Court will hear argu- 


ments, pro and con, on whether laws in 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island which 
permit state aid to non-public schools 
should be struck down. 


The public's interest has been intense 


on both sides of the issues. The National 
Education Association (NKA) has filed a 
brief opposing state aid, while many 
groups have filed briefs supporting state 
aid. 


Both sides argue from absolute posi- 


tions. One side argues state aid violates 
separation of church and state; the other 
argues that it doesn't and that state aid 
is a realistic necessity. President Nixon's 
Justice Department has taken the latter 
position 


It's entirely possible, however, that 


persons waiting breathless for a defini- 
tive answer may not get that definitive 
answer this spring. 


The Supreme Court will rule, but

there's a strong possibility its ruling will 
settle somewhere between two inter- 
pretations of the first amendment. 


"Congress shall make no law respect- 


ing an establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof," reads 
the First Amendment. Does that mean 
church and state should completely sepa- 
rate — or does it mean that state aid 
should be granted, because not granting 
it would "prohibit the free exercise of 
religion thereof"? 


It makes me glad I'm not a Supreme 


Court justice. We can expect a decision 
sometime this spring.

States Confront Crisis In Welfare

From a cloud no bigger then a man's 


hand a few years ago, the cost of welfare 
programs on both a state and federal 
level has ballooned into a gigantic dark 
thing hovering over the nation. 


The rise in welfare rolls not only con- 


tinues to go up, the rate of increase is 
accelerating. 


The Department of Health, Education 


and Welfare reports that in November, 
the latest month for which full figures 
are available, there was an unprece- 
dented increase in 282,000 recipients of 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC). 


The total was swollen somewhat be- 


cause it included thousands of families of 
striking General Motors workers. Even 
so, November was the fourth straight 
month that AFDC rolls climbed by more 
than 200,000. 


Two years ago, the number of Ameri- 


cans on AFDC was rising at the rate of 
one million annually. In 1970 it was two 
million annually. If the October-Novem- 
ber rate were to be maintained, it would 
leap to 3.4 million annually. 


In any event, as of last November, a 


total of 9.4 million m>», women and chil- 
dren were enrolled in AFDC. 


The welfare situation has reached the 


crisis point in a number of states, pre- 
cisely those which should be the wealth- 
iest and most prosperous. 


In Illinois, for example, Gov. Richard 


B. Ogilvie estimates that increasing 
costs of the state's public aid programs 
will consume more than four-fifths of the 
growth in revenues from 
all state 


sources in the coming fiscal year. 


"The existing system of public welfare 


is a social and finjincial disaster," he 
commented as he presented a $1.12-bil- 
lion welfare budget for fiscal 1972, $261 
million higher than that for 1971. 


"During the past two years, we have 


been able to live with this crisis in Illi- 
nois," says Ogilvie. "But this run-away 
growth will catch up with us in 1972." 


Gov. Ronald Reagan calls California's 


welfare system "a f3-billion moral and 
administrative disaater." However, his 


proposed reform plan, which would cut 
back a variety of free services, makes it 
tougher to get on welfare and requires 
recipients to work in public work proj- 
ects, is expected to get nowhere in a leg- 
islature controlled by the opposition par- 
ty. 


Viewpoint 


Welfare is not only a political issue but 


an emotional one. Human beings are in- 
volved. Faced with agonizing choices or 
bankruptcy, state leaders increasingly 
look to the federal government, that 


fount of inexhaustible wealth, to take the 
welfare albatross from around their 
necks, or at least to carry more of the 
burden. 


But proposals that the federal govern- 


ment take over responsibility for all pub- 
lic aid, a shift which would be of greatest 
benefit to the industrial states, have little 
support among small-state congressmen 
And as it is, the accelerating increase in 
aid to recipients may already have 
thrown the w^are column of President 
Nixon's estimate 1972 budget out of kilter 
by as much as $1.5 billion. 


In the meantime, up and up welfare 


goes, and where it will stop — or how to 
stop it — nobody knows.

Bills ha\K bo'n offered in the legisla- 


tures of all three to give pharmacists the 
right to substitute the same drug sold 
under a generic label for a branded drug 
prescribed by .1 doctor 


The rules of pharmaceutical boards in 


most sfntrs presently ins..st the branded 
drug be used even though more and 
mnrp stnte nnd municipal hospitals are 
refusing to pnv the higher prices for 
branded drugs The price .savings by us- 
ing generic drug 
or forcing the manu- 


facturer of branded drugs 
to slash 


prices, can be dramatic. 


M i l T O W N . THE WIDELY used 


branded tianqulizer. lists at $57 a thou- 
sand pills, but it can be bought for $7 or 
$8 under its generic name, meproba- 
mate Arromycm. a branded tetracycline 
antibiotic, lists at $12 60 a hundred but 
he same tetracycline can be bought for 
$1 83 under the generic name Ampacil- 
hn, another antibiotic, is $1250 a hun- 
dred genetically hut lists at $22 10 under 
the brand name Polycillm These exam- 
ples were cited bv President Jerry Zelin 
of Genencos Corp of America of Moo- 
nachie, N J , and Adolph Stortch, presi- 
dent of Purepnc Co of Elizabeth, N J. 


The 300 makers of generic prescription 


drugs in the United States can give other 
examples of dramatic price gaps. Or- 
dinary ferrous sulfate, given for iron 
deficiency, sells for about $1 SO a thou- 
sand pills but you might pay $5 to $9 for 
it under a brand name Reserpine, used 
to treat high blood pressure, costs 55 
cents but lists at $4 50 under the trade 
name Serpasil 


PREDISONF, AN anti-arthritic, can be 


bought for $9 a thousand tablets, but 
may list at over $100 under such brand 
names as Meticortine Chlortrimeton is a 
brand name for an antihistamine pack- 
aged at $20 50, but it can be bought for 
perhaps $195 as chlorphniramine ma- 
leate Digitoxin, prescribed for cardiac 
patients, can be bought for $2 50 but may 
cost $5 or more under brand names such 
as Crystodigen Oxytetracycline sells ge- 
nerically for $330 but lists under the 
trade name Terramycin at $2048. How- 
ever, Zeun and Stortch agreed, it is well 
to remember that these brand pnces are 
list prices. 


Actually, they said the big pharmaceu- 


tical firms are being forced to sell an 
increasing share of their branded output 
at big discounts to hospitals and clinics. 
In many cases, federal Medicare offi- 
cials and state and local welfare officials 
refuse to pay more than the generic 
price for the drugs used in prescriptions 
even if the branded drug was used in 
obedience to state pharmacy board rules.

turer I know of, using only an inside tele- 
phone sales staff," said Bob Singer, pub- 
lic relations and advertising manager of 
TMA Co., Wheeling, describing the new 
sales approach. Formerly known as Tele- 
vision Manufacturer of America, the 
company manufactures and markets 
televisions and stereos at its 1020 Noel 
Ave. facility. 


The company's sales last year amount- 


ed to approximately $8 million. This 
year, TMA is aiming for the $15 million 
sales mark. The company manufactures 
TMA-Muntz color and black-and-white 
televisions, TMA electronic furniture, 
and Howard stereos. 


"WE USED to have outside salesmen 


all over the country," Singer said. "They 
had no supervision, and we could only 
reach three or four customers a day. We 
had two girls in the office making tele- 
phone calls, and they were doing better 
in sales than the outside staff. We de-

Competitive price setting on insurance 


in Illinois has "proven its worth" over 
the past 14 months 


That's what George F. McDonnell, ex- 


ecutive vice president of Continental Cas- 
ualty Co, told the board of directors of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry recently. 


Under this competitive system — open 


rating — said McDonnell, companies 
have been "adapting, innovating, and 
pioneering at a furious pace to meet the 
needs of this new consumer era. But you 
can't adapt, innovate, and pioneer from 
inside a strait-jacket — and that's what 
'prior approval' is " 


Before open rating went into effect on 


Jan. 1,1970, Illinois had a "prior approv- 
al" rate-making system requiring insur- 
ers to file proposed rate changes with the 
state director of insurance and then 
await his approval. The open rating sys- 
tem will expire Aug. 1 this year unless 
the Illinois General Assembly acts to 
save it 


Open rating has given insurance com- 


panies the "freedom to price their prod- 
ucts reahsucaUy" and the "flexibility to 
adjust quickly to changing conditions," 
McDonnell asserted. 


Open rating has not resulted in a "tor 


rent of exorbitant increases" in the cost 
of Insurance, said McDonnell. He termed

In addition to Illinois, 20 other states, 


including California and New York, per- 
mit competitive rate-making, McDonnell

Seith said the 50-acre development on 


Devon Avenue by the Parkway Devel- 
opment Co. Schillr Park, is the "highest 
and best use of the land" for both the 
community and the owner.

Co., Harwood Heights, is Aaron Cohen. 


SETHI SAID testimony at the public 


hearing last April in Elk Grove Village 
noted there would be "fewer school chil- 
dren out of this development than if 
single-family homes were buttt."

The traditional study hall procedure, 


where students sit quietly in a classroom 
for a period, will be changed in a pilot 
program at James B. Conant High 
Schoo this spring 


Thursday night the High School Dist. 


211 school board approved a request 
from a Joint student-faculty committee 
asking permission to allow students to 
choose whether they want to study or so- 
cialize during their two free periods each 
day 


The option study haO program, as the 


proposal is called, will begin March 29 at 
Conant. Before then, students, teachers, 
and parents will be informed of the 
procedures and penalties attached to the 
pilot program 


Students must have written parental 


permission to participate. A "parent con- 
tract" will be sent to all parents of Co- 
nant High School students this week. If 
the contracts are not returned by March 
18. students will not be eligible for the 
pilot program. 


IN APPROVING the pilot study hall 


program, board members emphasized it 
is a pilot project this spring: "If this 
study hall option is successful at Conant 
this spring, we can be sure the other 
three schools will want it next year," 
board member James Humphrey said. 


Under the pilot program, students win 


nave an opportunity to spend their study 
hall time in one of several ways: 


—A voluntary study hall where abso- 


lute silence is maintained. 


—A group discussion area for tutoring 


a class project discussions. 


—The madia center, which is the li- 


brary and the audio-visual room. 


—Recreational reading in browsing 


room which is relatively quiet. 


—Socialize in the lounge area in the 


cafeteria. 


—Attend planned discussions, debates 


and movie porgrams in a forum room. 


—MEET FOR INFORMAL discussion 


and games in the vending machine area 
and a room called the Parlor. 


Faculty and students have been work- 


ing since September to develop the op- 
tional study hall program. Conant Princi- 
pal Carl Zdeb and Mrs. Jenard Brenner, 
a Conant teacher, told the board the plan 
was developed from teacher and student 
requests for a change in the required 
study hall format. 


"Study halls, as they exist, are not ef- 


fective for a significant number of stu- 
dents," Zdeb said. 


Mrs. Brenner cited changes in student 


attitudes and freedom* and a lack of op- 
portunity for some students to learn bow 
to socialize as reasons for the program. 


STUDENTS WILL BE free to go from 


one option area to another without pas- 
ses. All option areas, except a com- 
pulsory study nan which win be used for 
students who violate the rules of the pilot 
program, win be located in one wing of 
the school. 


Board members questioned discipline 


and control: "As the principal, I don't 
want to turn a reasonably controlled situ- 
ation into chaos. We are going into this 
program with the idea of not turning 
back. Somehow the situation will be mod- 
ified. This pilot program will determine 
how much," Zdeb said. 


Continuation of the pilot program next 


fall will partly depend on facilities and 
teachers available to supervise the 
rooms, Zdeb said. 


The board also changed its rental pol- 


icy to require better supervision of build- 
ings when they are rented out, and to 
reinforce its policy of offering Dist. 211 
facilities on a cost-to-district basis. 


Rental rates are to reflect direct costs 


to the district only. 


Dist. 211 will continue its membership 


in the 10-district Northwest Educational 
Cooperative (NEC) for the 1971-72 school 
year. Board members directed Alexan- 
der Langsdorf, their representative on 
the NEC governing board, to tell the 
NEC the Dist. 211 board will watch its 
activities and determine whether Dist 
211 is benefiting from membership dur- 
ing the next year. 


"I don't think we have taken enough 


time to discuss the organization, and 
with the April l deadline, we should go 
ahead and continue our membership for 
another year," Board Pres. Robert 
Creek said. The board should take a look 
at the NEC again in January, Creek sug- 
gested. 


Earlier, upon a question by Nanci Van- 


derweel, a candidate for the village 
board, Seith conceded that the county 
zoning board made a "mistake" when it 
approved a zoning request for an adja- 
cent 27 acres. 


The "mistake" he said was that Eisner 


Road would not be extended directly 
south to Devon Avenue, providing a Hnk 
with St. Alexius Hospital at Eisner and 
Biesterfield roads. 


The road plan now has Bisner extended 


south but with two 90-degree turns and a 
24-foot right-of-way. The village had 
asked for a 100-foot right of way. 


"I WOULD have been in favor of Bis- 


ner Road," Seith said. "I think it was a 
mistake." 


Seith said he was not on the zoning 


board when the decision was made. 


The reaming of the 27 acres for 400 


units is another case the village objected 
to in 1969. Owner of the tract is Joseph 
Zizzo and his wife.

End Of The Line-Or A Second Chance?

The middle years. 
No longer are your children physically

The menopause. The reproductive peri- 


od has come to an end. Is it the end of 
thettne? 


"Of course not," said Dr. Alan D. 


Green, head of Service of Obstetrics and 
Gynecotogy at Lutheran General Hospi- 
tal in Park Ridge. "But don't call it 
•menopause.' That term is a real bug- 
aboo What we're really talking about is 
the 'climacteric.'" 


MENOPAUSE MEANS the "cessation 


of the menstrual phase" and occurs at 
one particular time. When a woman has 
not had a menstrual period for six 
months — moot certainly, for one year 
— she has attained her menopause. Cli- 
macteric, on the other hand, covers ap- 
proximately a 10-year span — typically 
from age 42 to 62. During this time a 
woman's ovarian hormone content dimin- 
ishes from maximum to nothing. 


"The basic thing to remember," said 


Dr Green, "is that nothing horrendous is 
going to happen." 


An article in Today's Health magazine 


entitled "Menopause — Something to 
Look Forward To?" states that for the 


average woman the worst thing about 
the climacteric is not knowing what to 
expect. Women who have been through 
the climacteric have a much more posi- 
tive view of it than women who have not. 
In fact, many women are healthier and 
more vigorous after menopause than 
they have ever been in their entire lives. 


"A SIGNIFICANT number of women 


find that life has a new flavor, a new 
direction after the 'change,' " stated Dr. 
Suhail E. Ghattas, head of the psy- 
chiatric department at St. Alexius Hospi- 
tal in Elk Grove Village. "A woman may 
become more active, more constructive, 
and have more sexual enjoyment than 
ever before." 


According to Dr. Green, about 80 per 


cent 
of all 
women experience 
no 


troubling symptoms whatsoever during 
the climacteric. In the 20 per cent who 
do, the greatest majority of symptoms 
are detected in routine physical exam- 
inations. And the majority of those with 
symptoms seek medical help in some 
form. 


Dr. Green advises that during the 


years of climacteric, all women should 
have routine pap smears twice a year. 


Only a very limited number of women 


need or seek psychological help, accord- 
ing to Dr. Ghattas, and then only on a 
short term basis, perhaps three to six 
months. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL EFFECTS may oc- 


cur with initial hormonal changes within 
the woman's body, before the climacteric 
has actually started. Anxiety, apprehen- 
sion, tension — "I can't put my finger on 
it," said one woman. "It's a restlessness, 
a feeling of loss." 


Women have a tendency to blame 


much on the climacteric that is actually 
due to normal aging. The emotional as- 
pect of entering the 40s age group is it- 
self disconcerting to some. 


The more common symptoms that may 


accompany the climacteric years are 
flushes, or "hot flashes," and subsequent 
chilling, both due to alterations in the 
hormonal content; emotional upheavals 
such as anxiety, depression; 
and a 


change in the menstrual pattern, wheth- 
er in interval, amount of flow or both. 


In a very few instances, hormonal 


changes combined with advancing age 
may, according to "Today's Health," 
cause loss of elasticity of the vaginal tis- 
sues, making coitus painful; or shrunken 
lower urinary tissues causing urgency, 
frequency or even pain. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, women tend 


to attribute the following symptoms to 
"change of life" whether or not they are 
climacteric-related: 
insomnia, weight 


gain, thinning hair, facial hair, dizziness, 
loss of memory, headache, crawly skin 
sensations, pins and needles, joint pains, 
palpitations, backache, nausea, vomiting, 
depressed or heightened libido, swollen 
fingers, rash and gastro-intestinal dis- 
orders. 


All of these symptoms — those due to 


hormonal changes as well as those due to 
agiivj — may be helped by medical treat- 
men1. 


"The use of ovarian hormones, estro- 


gen in particular, helps the majority of 
women," said Dr. Green. ("However, 
this is not a solid opinion," he added. 
In some cases, its use is not advised.") 


BUT ESTROGEN often dramatically 


relieves flushes, emotional upheavals, re- 
sulting insomnia. Some doctors feel that 
it helps maintain skin vitality, helps 
avoid coronary heart disease, slows 
down the aging processes of the blood 
vessels. Some disagree. Estrogen does 
give a greater sense of well being, helps 
to stabilize the glandular balance. Ana al- 
though it may delay the menopause, it 
does not prolong the climacteric. 


According to the article in "Today's 


Health," estrogen therapy has been in 
use increasingly since 1940. The symp- 
toms that respond most dramatically to 
it] use are hot flashes and atrophy of 
vaginal and bladder tissues. 


Other drugs and hormones occasionally 


used to allay climacteric symptoms are 
progesterone, androgen, testosterone and 
thyroid; various tranquilizers, stimu- 
lants, sedatives; even vitamins and aspi- 
rin. 


THE ANXIETIES and apprehensions 


of the climacteric are normal pheno- 
mena, according to Dr. Ghattas, and do 
not indicate a need for psychiatric care. 
"But if there are signs of acute emotion- 
al disorder accompanying the climacter- 
ic, a woman should see a psychiatrist. 
Withdrawal, a loss of contact with real- 
ity, confusion and inability to take care 
of one's self or one's responsibilities 
(commonly known as nervous break- 
down) require psychiatric help " 


Sessions with the psychiatrist 
are 


educational and supportive to reduce ten- 
sion and anxiety and help the patient re- 
alize she is going through a normal phys- 
iological process. Psychiatric sessions, 
combined with treatment for hormonal 


imbalance by her own physician, pro- 
duce extremely successful results, he 
added. 


Women who have had children or 


adopted children, who have assumed the 
feminine 
role throughout their 
lives, 


have a tendency to have fewer emotional 
problems than those who have not. Sex- 
ual activity and satisfaction with their 
intimate marital relationships also re- 
duce the psychological effects of the cli- 
macteric. 


"Women and men both have a tenden- 


cy to feel rejected at this time of life, but 
women, especially, need approval, ac- 
ceptance and reassurance," said Dr. 
Ghattas. 


"CHANGE OF LIFE is a normal pro- 


cess," he added, "the continuance of the 
ongoing relationship of two people. It's a 
challenge. The wife's role as mother and 
housekeeper changes. There are fewer 
demands upon her, fewer responsibilities 
to meet. Husband and wife should verba- 
lize — talk out their anxieties and prob- 
lems, respect and accept each other. 
Both are given a wonderful second 
chance of integrating, of establishing a 
closer relationship." 


As Dr. Green pointed out, "A woman 


who fights to maintain her youth is fight- 
ing a losing battle. The climacteric 
brings a new phase of life. It is time to 
shift her responsibility from her children 
to her one 'big child' — her husband." 


With new health, new vigor, fewer obli- 


gations and a sex life free of the fear of 
pregnancy, the 50s can be the most won- 
derful years of a woman's life.

School Board Posts: Big Job, Little Glory

A GLORY JOB? No, the job is long 


hours of hard work which often extend to 
1 or 2 a.m. If you're raising a family, 
you'd have to plan on not seeing them 
one evening a week. 


Despite the fact that it is not a glory 


job, by April 10 at least 25 persons will 
have volunteered to accept the job. 


Saturday, April 10 is the date voters 


will elect school board members. The 
new board members — or the reelected 
veterans — will join 52 board members 
whose three-year terms don't expire this 
year. 


The novice board members will be 


forced to adjust quickly to the complex 
world of public education. There's little 
time for orientation, as most school 
boards will be working hard in April on 
the 1971-72 budget and salary negotia- 
tions with teachers. 


FOR THOSE who believe "boards- 


manship" — the art or science of 
serving on an elected board — is a cere- 
monial task, examine the Illinois School 
Code for an understanding of the respon- 
sibilities of a school board. 


The code, a compilation of aH laws 


covering public education in Illinois, lists 
70 general responsibilities for school 
boards. 


The list ranges from "to keep and 


maintain division fences," to "employing 
teachers," from "providing water supply 
for schools" to "provide necessary reve- 
nue to maintain schools." 


For board members, there is a lot of 


meaning packed into those dry, sterile 
words. For example, a simple provision 
such as "to assign pupils to schools" 
may mean a long and wearing public 
fight over attendance boundaries. 


THERE'S NO single provision in the 


code which stands out above an others in 
importance. One provision, "to provide 
necessary revenue to maintain schools," 
however, is typical of the responsibilities 
a board member must face. 


First, a board member faces every fis- 


cal year, a budget weighing several 
pounds. In its pages, costs are broken 
down into seven or eight categories or 
funds. Most of the funds — trans- 
portation, Illinois Municipal Retirement, 
working cash and rent — are of minor 
importance. 


The largest fund is the education fund, 


which includes teachers' salaries, the 
single largest expense in an average 
school budget 


Revenue for the education fund comes 


mainly from propety taxes. The district 
uses the budget to determine what slice 
of tax money should be cut from the total 
tax pie. 


IN REQUESTING property tax money 


or the education fund, a district has a 
taxation ceiling. In order to raise that 
ceiling, the board asks voters to approve 
a referendum for specified increase in 
the ceiling. 


For example, a district may have a 


tax rate of $1.38 per $100 of assessed 
valuation, which may be the ceiling for 
that education fund. If the district wants 
to set a new ceiling — for example, $1.50 
— it goes to the voters with a referen- 
dum. 


The second greatest source of school 


revenue is state aid, and the percentage 
of state aid has been increased in recent 
years by the state legislature. 


Board members, have little control or 


effect on state aid. However, they're re- 
sponsible for making sure that accurate 
attendance records are kept and that the 
business manager gets the district's fair 
share of state aid. 


THERE'S A WELTER of other pro- 


grams, involving both state and federal 
aid. School boards, in working with the 
various agencies, must negotiate and 
move carefully in securing funds and 
programs. 


What happens when the education fund 


has expenditures greater than income? 
The step then is to tax anticipation war- 
rants, a method of borrowing money on a 
short term basis to cover temporary defi- 
cits. In ocner cases, programs and teach- 
ers must be pared out to meet expenses. 


In the beginning of planning a year's 


school budget, the board is not involved 
in the process of collecting budget data. 
That's the administrations's job. 


However, hi February or March, three 


board members are named to work with 
the administration to prepare the budget 
for board action. 


AT THE SAME time, the negotiating 


committee is talking with teachers about 
salary increases for th» l?71-72 year. The 
final agreement win be reflected in the 
education fund total. 


Budgets are a necessary drudgery for 


board members, unless you're an ac- 
countant. They're one of the most impor- 
tant items of school business — no dis- 
tricts can exist without a budget — and 
they absorb the attention of dedicated 
board members. 


It's all part of "boardsmanship." In 


the next installment, Arthur Aronson, 
one of the oldest board members in 
years of service, reflects on his own ex- 
periences as a school board member hi 
the Northwest suburbs.

Hersey coach Don Von Ebers might 


have even wanted it that way. 


He had no choice though. So his 


charges went to battle and came through 
for him And for the second straight year 
the Huskies strutted off with a runnerup 
trophy in the Illinois state gymnastics 
championship meet over the weekend. 


There was little doubt over whe would 


be the kingpin !• mi. As anticipated, 
Hinsdale Central tromped to the throne 
once more, racking up a potent 228-% 
point total to resecure their grip on the 
number one berth they took from Arling- 
ton one year earlier. 


The whole top ten alignment for that 


matter was pretty much the same in '71 
as it had been in '70. 


The difference this time was that it 


was Hersey rather than Hinsdale being 
threatened. Whereas 12 months earlier 
Von Ebers and company had only come 
up 13 points shy of the triumphant Red 
Devils, they found their own hold of the 
second place slot very insecure as they 
entered this season's meet and it was 
only after the last points of the tourney 
had been counted that the veteran coach 
and his crew breathed a sigh of relief. 


There were no individual winners from 


the Paddock area in 1971. Last winter 
there were three. Still, the Mid-Suburban 
circuit was strongly represented both in- 
dividually and collectively among the 
state's best performers. 


Four MSI units were among the top 


eight squads and there were eight area 
teams ranked within the 29 highest scor- 
ing schools in the elite gathering. No less 
than two dozen MSL Individuals reached 
the meet finals and captured places from 
second down through tenth. 


Perhaps though, area coaches had ex- 


pected even more. 


Jeff Karris for example, Kersey's sen- 


sational performer, who fought a running 
battle on paper all season with Hinsdale 
star Bob Anderson, wound up second in 
the race for state all around honors.

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Gun Control Is 
Too Ineffective 


It certainly is Um« that we stop trying 


to fool ourselves, settle down, and try to 
present to the public a workable fire- 
arms legislation. I fee! that to have good 
firearm control we must certainly have a 
more workable pian than the present 
firearm registration, as tome people 
would lead us to believe. 


The majority of the so-called "gun- 


bugs" are ail for good firearm control, 
but nothing that would be physically TC 
financially impossible to enforce. 


First: Squelch the idea, thai the re- 


spectably law-abiding firearm owners ob- 
ject to the gun registration; let us point 
out the very Important fact that »J good 
guns purchased at respectable gun dea1- 
era are automatically registered. 


Second: 
The inexpensive 
firearms 


can't be registered because they don't 
have serial numbers. 


Third: The cost of registering the tre- 


mendous amount of fiivurou now in exis- 
tence would be prohibitive and impos- 
sible to physically accomplish, especially 
in large cities where thousand! of people 
move in and out every day. 


Fourth: Even if we could possibly reg- 


ister all the firearms and receive the full 
cooperation of all the gun owners, what 
have we really accomplished except to 
fool the public into complacency i.e. 
"Now all our troubles are over and no 
more robberies or murders." 


Fifth: Who will take the responsibility 


if registration does not work after we ex- 
perience many years of killing and 
armed robberies? 


Sixth: It is a fact that a firearm laying 


in a drawer or closet is no real problem 
or is it dangerous, b>it within 24 hours 
after a firearm is sold or given away, 
this weapon is fired. 


Seventh: Large cities have a waiting 


period, but the sharp dealers rent a fire- 
arm for the length of this waiting period 
and then in turn sell it to tie person. 


Eighth: Almost all large cities already 


have gun registration, but unfortunately 
they are the least equipped to enforce 
them. 


Ninth: Small cities do not need gun 


registration, but are able to enforce it. 
My home town has had one armed rob- 
bery in eighteen years and these robbers 
came from a large city. 


Tenth. With these facts in mind It is 


obvious that to have immediate gun cen- 
tre' we must: 


a. Not go after the firearms stashed 


away in drawers or closets for yean or 
punish the owner by taxing or burdening 
him with a useless license, registration 
forms, etc., but we must severely punish 
the individuals who unlawfully use a fire- 
arm. 


b. Make it Impossible for the irrespon- 


sible person and criminal to purchase a 
firearm. To do this we mint punish the 
individuals who knowingly either sell or 
give a firearm to them, anc at the same 
time, protest the honest individual from 
unintentionally selling a firearm to 
same. 


9. Must allow catalogue sates again, 


but at the same time prevent the fire- 
arms from getting into the wrong hands. 
The reason for catalogue sales is that the 
local gun dealers at the present time 
have inflated and fixed prices on fire: 
arms. 


d. Help the large cities to enforce their 


present laws by not allowing their citi- 
zens to leave the city limits and then 
purchase a firearm. 


e. Allow each state, city, town and 


county to enact and enforce their own 
laws to suit their needs. What is good for 
New York City isn't necessarily good for 
Alaska. 


To do all these things and still get the 


full cooperation of all the states and indi- 
viduals concerned certainly Is a large or- 
der. But I feel that the following proposal 
can be enacted quickly by the federal 
government giving each state, city and 
county a chance to re-evaluate their 
present laws to make changes as neces- 
sary and then enforce then 


I propose that the federal government 


enact - law directing that all firearm 
sales and transactions, be they loans, 
gifts or of any other nature, be termi- 
niated at the receiver'* nearest fecal law 
enforcement agency where he or she 
must comply with all and only the local 
laws Before receiving same. 


By using a little imagination one can 


see that the flow of firearms would near- 
ly cease and we could then settle down to 
evthnte our present local laws and de- 
lete or enact any additional laws where 
necessary.

Early one morning I happened to look 


outside my window and I observed these 
large sewer pipes sitting on my lawn. I 
hadn't read anything about new sewers 
being put in so 1 asked my neighbor what 
they were for. She informed me that 
these sewer pipes were for the apart- 
ments on Elm Street, across Palatine 
Road. Since these sewer pipes were on 
my lawn, ruining it. and uriabUng me to 
cut it, I wanted them removed. I talked 
to Mr. Neri, of Neri Construction Co., 
and demanded him to remove these 
pipes from my property. He informed me 
that he had no intention of moving them. 
The Village of Palatine had given him 
permission to do this and also he was 
given permission to go two feet onto my 
property in installing these sewer pipes. 
Since when does the Village of Palatine 
have the authority to give permission to 
a construction company to go and dig 
onto private property without the owners 
okay? 


Private ownership of property is one of 


the most cherished and important rights 
in our American way of life. A person 
has the right to the possession of his 
property without unlawful Interference 
by others. Failure to observe this right is 
known as trespassing. 


I called Mr. Bennett of Public Works 


and as usual whenever I call, he is con- 
veniently out. So then after numerous 
calls and receiving the same answer, I 
went outside and saw this man, a Mr. 
Casey, who said thai he was an engineer, 
and voiced my complaint to him. He told 
me not to worry, these pipes were not on 
my property, but on an easement. I hap- 
pened to have my Plate of Survey and 
checked this out. These pipes were well 
over two feet onto my property and on 
the survey It showed only a one foot 
easement. I finally called the police and 
they reluctantly removed them. 


This wasn't the end of my problems by 


a long shot. A few days later, they broke 
my water line. Now I wouldn't have been 
so upset about it if they had come and 
told me that they might break my water 
line so that I could have Mored suute wa- 


ter. I was promised that the water would 
be on within a half hour. It wasn't on 
until four hours later. I bad to go to my 
neighbors for water and send my chil- 
dren there to use their bathroom facil- 
ities. 


I called the Village Manager, Mr. 


Brown, and he told me that my water 
would be turned on eventually and that 
he did not have the tune to argue with 
me over the phone. If I had any com- 
plaints I should go to the Village meet- 
ings on Monday night and voice my com- 
plaint there. After he said that, he 
promptly hung up. It's too bad that Mr. 
Brown couldn't be bothered with such tri- 
vial matters. (By the way, this happened 
on a Friday and the Village meeting wac 
cancelled for the following Monday be- 
cause there was no important business.) 


My gas line was also broken. I must 


say that they did hfcve the courtesy to 
check my stove to see if the gas was on 
and it was. About an hour later there 
was a heavy gas odor in the house. I 
checked everything In the house and they 
were all okay. So I went outside and told 
one of the engineers that there was a 
heavy gas odor in my home. He said that 
they had a large gas leak outside and it 
was probably coming into my house. I 
was advised to open all of my windows 
and doors to let the house air out. The 
thing that infuriates me is that I had to 
ask. We could have died from the fumes 
in the house for all they eared. 


Everytime a truck goes by my home 


on Palatine Road, it vibrates. We have 
signed numerous petitions, which have 
been ignored, asking that something be 
done about this problem. In a recent ar- 
ticle to the Orchard Hills Newsletter, Mr. 
Brown stated that Palatine Road is not a 
residential street but a county highway 
until it was turned over to the State of 
Illinois and classified as a state highway 
which Palatine has no jurisdiction over. 
This in part is true. I called the Cook 
County Highway Commission and spoke 
to a man who knows his job and is al- 
ways willing to help, and be told me that 
the Village of Palatine can do something 


about this. They can lower the speed lim- 
it. So this goes to show how much Mr. 
Brown knows about what the Village of 
Palatine can or cannot do. As far as 
"checking into this matter," as Mr. 
Brown states, all I can say is that he 
does not live on Palatine Road and does 
not have to be subjected to the rattling 
of his house or be bothered by all the 
noise that these trucks make day and 
night. How can you honestly know about 
anything unless you are directly con- 
cerned? Mr. Brown seems to be more 
interested in his own personal gains rath- 
er than hi doing his job. The space pro- 
gram seems to occupy Mr. Brown's time 
more so than the peoples' problems. Af- 
ter all, be does take a tot of it up. 


The new sewers that were installed 


along Palatine Road are inadequate for 
tnL« area. In fact, a factory's sewer pipes 
were booked up to these new pipes that 
were just recently installed. Be prepared 
to tave water in your basements come 
this spring. 


Ycu pay tax.: as everyone else does. 


How ire your tixes being used? Are they 
improving the community, eliminating 
floodlit, of maintaining your streets? 
Are you satisfied with the way that the 
Village of Palatine is being run? Or does 
it seem to be a government of the gov- 
ernment, by the government, and for the 
government? ft is time for you to stand 
up and demand your rights. We desper- 
ately need people who can correct aU of 
these problems. I cannot stress enough of 
how important it is for you the people of 
Palatine to go out and vote on April 20th.

Low-Income Housing Hinted For Northwest Suburbs

A high-ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority (CHA) official Friday hinted 
some sites in the Northwest suburban 
ar«a have been earmarked for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects. 


But exact location of site* outside Chi- 


cago remained a mystery, and there was 
no indication on when this information 
would be released. 


Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA, said the proposed 25 
site* encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area. 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development. He acknowledged that 
residents of ail suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly. 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
port from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said. 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information. 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
locations. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thorty, was not available for comment 
Friday. 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CHA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside the city limits, and, there- 
fore, its power to condemn land will have 
to be officially recognized by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained. Currently, the authority holds a 
power of eminent domain in Chicago. 


"With the consent of county and local 


housing authorities and the approval of 
local governing bodies," he pointed out, 
"we can go beyond the city limits." Con- 
d e m n a t i o n power in unincorporated 
areas would have to be granted by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 


MEANWHILE, Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Pres. Jack Walsh Friday sent a let- 
ter to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley 


in which he called for a "meaningful and 
constructive dialogue" between Chicago 
and suburban officials on the low-income 
housing issue and other matters. Walsh, 
who is also president of the Cook County 
Council of Governments (COG), said he 
agreed with Daley that housing problems 
could not be effectively met through sep- 
arate efforts of city and suburbs. 


In his letter, he told Daley, "Using the 


housing issue as a stepping stone ... I 
urge you to consider an agreement to 
meet with members of suburban govern- 
ment; and I propose the specific use "of 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
as the vehicle tor such arrangements."

Drug Problem 
At Conant 
Is Discussed 


Drugs are openly exchanged and being 


sold in Conant High School according to 
a Conant freshman who testified at 
Thursday's public hearing held for the 
Democratic village trustee candidates. 


Candidate Lawrence Excell said he's 


been told the problem is gross in the high 
school, and the Copant police officer is 
sitting on the problem, bogged down with 
paper work. 


"You can't stand the odor of the pot," 


Excell added. 


Robert Lyons, an instructor at Conant, 


said there's a recognized drug problem 
at the school. 


"The students know more than the 


teachers," he added. 


But, Lyons defended the police who, he 


said, have arrested students out of school 
on drag charges. 


"The drug traffic has gone down," said 


Police Chief John O'Connell, Friday. The 
existing drug traffic is now more "pills" 
than marijuana, he added. 


"Marijuana is dying out from what we 


see on the surface," he added. 


Officer William Mulcahay, police liai- 


son officer at Conant, has statistics on 
drug traffic at the school, O'Connell said. 
The problem is handled in conferences 
with the assistant principal at the school, 
he added. 


O'Connell said the decrease in drug use 


is attributable to effective publicity on 
the dangers of drugs and a decrease in 
traffic caused by a crackdown against 
marijuana importations. 


"When it's not as accessible, the cost 


goes up and the young people can't af- 
ford it," he added. 


Others at the public hearing Thursday 


questioned where youths can go for help 
with a drug problem. 


Lyons said the school will counsel and 


refer students to available outside help, 
but that students don't seek help in many 
cases. 


Drug abusers needing help also have 


facilities available at St. Alexius and 
Northwest Commtmity Hospitals. 


Hearing participants linked much of 


the local drug problem to an apathetic 
citizenry. 


Frank Alexa of the Hoffman Estates 


Youth Commission said his group has 
sponsored adult education programs at- 
tended by as many as 200 local parents. 


He said the programs will continue at 


the request of PTA groups who want to 
co-sponsor the adult drug education pro- 
grams in the schools.

With the village elections in Hoffman 


Estates five weeks from tomorrow, vot- 
ers should be looking forward to cam- 
paigns from both the Republican and 
Democratic slates of candidates to get 
into full swing soon. 


The candidates should be able to offer 


some double-barreled shotgun blasts of 
what they can offer the village, in ability 
and personal service. 


But what we've heard to date has been 


pop-guns. 


THE BEST (Brilliant. Excell, Sherman 


for T r u s t e e s ) candidates, William 
Brilliant, Lawrence Excell, and Mrs. 
Barbara Sherman running for trustee 
seats, are a slate put together by the 
Democratic Organization in Schaumburg 
Township. 


They aim to weaken the strong hold 


Republicans now have on the village 
board and are also being backed by an 
enthusiastic and growing group of inde- 
pendent Republicans headed by Tom 
Nichol and Ed Sturkey. Both men are 
past Jaycee presidents. 


The Republicans' slate, incumbent 


Trustee William Cowin, and Mrs. Diane 
Jensen, and Dyrle Rathman have the 
backing of a strong party organization. 


Five of the candidates are new in vil- 


lage politics. Cowin, however, will have 
to Ml what he's done to make himself 
worth retaining. In a statement received 
late last week Cowin said, "I want to 
continue working with the village's busi- 
ness council to convince corporations 
that 'Hoffman has it' for the location of 


new businesses." 


V O T E R S IN HOFFMAN Estates 


should be interested, as I am, to know 
specifically what rote Cowin has played 
with the business council. My attendance 
at most business council meetings has 
aroused my curiousity. 


Statements made by the Democrats 


also arouse curiosity. There have been 
quotes attributed to the Democrats that 
will need strong substantiation, including 
charges that the village has been victi- 
mized by a policy of "growth at any 
cost" and "a multitude of situations that 
were politically and economically in- 
spired." 


Such general statements leave the vot- 


ers' imaginations running wild. If the Re- 
publicans currently sitting on the village 
board can be connected with such 
claims, the Democrats should have them 
well documented. 


The Democrats make an intelligent 


point that one party rule in Hoffman Es- 
tates could, in the future, lead to an un- 
healthy situation. There have also been 
strong feelings expressed by Democrats 
and Republicans alike that former vil- 
lage officials have been connected with 
situations that were personally benefi- 
cial, but not reflective of what con- 
stituents may have wanted. 


Republicans currently sitting in village

High School Times Changing: No More Study Hall?

The traditional study hall procedure, 


where students sit quietly in a classroom 
for a period, will be changed in a pilot 
program at James B. Conant High 
School this spring. 


Thursday night the High School Dist. 


211 school board approved a request 
from a joint student-faculty committee 
asking permission to allow students to 
choose whether they want to study or so- 
cialize during their two free periods each, 
day. 


The option study hall program, as the 


proposal is called, will begin March 29 at 
Conant. Before then, students, teachers, 
and parents will be informed of the 
procedures and penalties attached to the 
pilot program 


Students must have written parental 


permission to participate. A "parent con- 
tract" will be sent to all parents of Co- 
nnnt High School students this week. If 
the contracts are not returned by March 
1R. students will not be eligible for the 
pilot program. 


IN APPROVING the pilot study hall 


program, board members emphasized it 
is a pilot project this spring: "If this 
study hall option is successful at Conant 
this spring, we can be sure the other 
three schools will want it next year," 
board member James Humphrey said. 


Under the pilot program, students will 


have an opportunity to spend their study 
hall time in one of several ways: 


—A voluntary study hall where abso- 


lute silence is maintained. 


—A group discussion area for tutoring 


a class project discussions. 


—The media center, which is the li- 


brary and the audio-visual room. 


—Recreational reading in browsing 


room which is relatively quiet. 


—Socialize in the lounge area in the 


cafeteria. 


—Attend planned discussions, debates 


and movie porgrams in a forum room. 


—MEET FOR INFORMAL discussion 


and games in the vending machine area 
and a room called the Parlor. 


Faculty and students have been work- 


ing since September to develop the op- 
tional study hall program. Conant Princi- 


pal Carl Zdeb and Mrs. Jenard Brenner, 
a Conant teacher, told the board the plan 
was developed from teacher and student 
requests for a change in the required 
study hall format, 


"Study halls, as they exist, are not ef- 


fective for a significant number of stu- 
dents," Zdeb said. 


Mrs. Brenner cited changes in student 


Kllitudes and freedoms and a lack of op- 
portunity for some students to learn how 
to socialize as reasons for the program. 


STUDENTS WILL BE free to go from 


one option area to another without pas- 
ses. All option areas, except a com- 
pulsory study hall which will be used for 
students who violate the rules of the pilot 
program, will be located in one wing of 
the school. 


Board members questioned discipline 


and control: "As the principal, I don't 
want to turn a reasonably controlled situ- 
ation into chaos. We are going into this 
program with the idea of not turning 
back. Somehow the situation will be mod- 
ified. This pilot program will determine 
how much," Zdeb said. 


Continuation of the pilot program next 


fall will partly depend on facilities and 
teachers available to supervise the 
rooms, Zdeb said. 


The board also changed its rental pol- 


icy to require better supervision of bui'H- 
ings when they are rented out, and to 
reinforce its policy of offering Dist. 211 
facilities on a cost-to-district basis. 


Rental rates are to reflect direct costs 


to the district only. 


Dist. 211 will continue its membership 


in the 10-district Northwest Educational 
Cooperative (NEC) for the 1971-72 school 
year. Board members directed Alexan- 
der Langsdorf, their representative on 
the NEC governing board, to tell the 
NEC the Dist. 211 board will watch its 
activities and determine whether Dist. 
211 is benefiting from membership dur- 
ing the next year. 


"I don't think we have taken enough 


time to discuss the organization, and 
with the April 1 deadline, we should go 
ahead and continue our membership for 
another year," Board Pres. Robert 
Creek said. The board should take a look 
at the NEC again in January, Creek sug- 
gested.

tion this year, said Ronald Ruble, per- 
sonnel director He returned last week 
from a 5-wpek recruiting trip that took 
him to 43 colleges in five states. 


Ruble interviewed more than 10 per- 


sons per day on his trip, and in previous 
years there were many days when he 
talked to only three or four persons in a 
day Ruble found his job has changed. 
HP no longer acts as a salesman for the 
district, he said, touting the district's 
benefits and attractive features to poten- 
tial employes 


He now is able to be selective. He lets 


the students come to him, and listens to 
their salesmanship. 


RIBI.K 
HAS received applications 


from 831 persons seeking jobs for next 
year These are in addition to the candi- 
dates he interviewed on his trip. Normal- 
ly, this early in the hiring season, he 
said, he lias about 300 applications on 
file 


On his recruiting tour. Ruble visited 


colieKes in Illinois, Indiana. Wisconsin, 
Missouri and Ohio, visiting only one col- 
lege in each of the last two states. He did 
unt go to Iowa or Michigan, states where 
he would have interviewed in the past. 


Ruble attributes the surplus of appli- 


cations to the general economic reces- 
sion and the shortage of teaching jobs. 
This is a reversal of conditions in the 
past, when teachers could apply for a job 
in August and expect to be hired, he 
said 


"The professors have talked to their 


students in class, so everyone is con- 
scious of the fact thoy really have to go 
out and hustle to get jobs." said Ruble. 
"The surplus in teachers makes them ap- 
ply earlier and to more districts. 


RUBLE SAID in previous years teach- 


ing candidates often would apply only to 
one school district, the only one they 
wished to work in. He believes most of 
the persons listed in his file of applicants 
also have applied to numerous other dis- 
tricts, and would accept a job in any of 
them. 


Dist. 54 may have less openings this 


year than in its history, said Ruble. As of 
last week, he had received "very few" 
resignations, and he expects the level of 
turnover will be lower than previously. 
When Ruble first took on the personnel 
task five years ago, the district had 22-23 
per cent turnover. Last year the rate 
was down to 18 per cent, and this year he 
expects it will drop to about IS per cent. 


The teacher surplus benefits the dis- 


trict, said Ruble, because it allows him 
to select the very best candidates. 


"If we don't pick a better candidate, it 


is our own fault, because they are avail- 
able." He added that the present staff is 
of "very high caliber." 


IN THE campus interviews, Ruble 


noted a large increase in the percentage 
of applicants completing their masters 
degree requirements. Several persons 
completing their doctorates also applied, 
seeking administrative jobs. 


The largest number of applicants listed 


thus far represents persons fresh out of 
school, said Ruble. But he expects to re- 
ceive more applications from experi- 
enced teachers as other districts com- 
plete contract negotiations or teachers 
are asked to commit themselves Lor next 
year. 


Ruble already has applications on file 


from teachers laid off of jobs in Catholic 
schools. He also exepcts the district will 
get applications from persons laid off 
from other suburban public school dis- 
tricts.

Theater May 
Face Legal

A Cook County state's attorney said 


last week that legal action may be taken 
against the 53 Outdoor Theater. 


A complaint by local women con- 


cerning the type of movies the drive-in 
theater, located at Rte. 12 and Hicks 
Road, has been showing has been for- 
warded to the Cook County Sheriffs of- 
fice. 


John J. McDonnell, state's attorney, 


said the sheriff's police has a course of 
action, but will not release their tactics 
to the press. The plan may bring about 
action in the courts concerning the drive- 
in and the movies they show, McDonnell 
indicated. 


"Something will be done about them," 


McDonnell said. 


For the past five weeks, a group of 


Palatine women, lead by Mrs. Nancy 
Haines and Mrs. Joni Byrne, have been 
circulating a petition against the drive-in 
because of the X-rated movies they have 
been showing that are visible on nearby 
roads. So far, more than 2,000 women 
from several local communities have 
signed it. 


Recently, the women have been seeing 


court officials and law officers in the 
area about what action they could take 
concerning the theater. 


Spokesmen for the Kohlberg Theater 


chain, which owns the 53 Outdoor The- 
ater, said they haven't felt any pressure 
from the women. However, they said the 
theater now has a new policy of showing 
less X-rated movies. 


Currently, the drive-in is showing an 


R-rated film, "Catch 22." 


Spokesmen said they would not raise 


the height of the drive-in walls or build 
wings around the screen to blot view of 
the films from the road since it would 
cost them too much to do so. They added 
that the women could best aim their 
campaign at other drive-in theaters or 
other local problems.

After closing the formal platform hear- 


ing, Trustees Jack Larsen, Gordon Mul- 
lins, Ray Kessell and Jim Guthrie, along 
with Herb Aigner, all of whom are mem- 
bers of the UCP slate, held an informal 
session with those present. 


The candidates all pondered the ques- 


tion of apathy with regard to village gov- 
ernment, and concluded that it could be 
i m p r o v e d with increased commu- 
nications. 


Mullins, an incumbent now seeking his 


second term as trustee, noted that 
serving on the village board is only a 
part-time job, but one that can easily get 
out of hand with regard to both time and 
responsibility.

Brilliant said he's looking into a more 


permanent material including ready-mix 
concrete, to replace asphalt as a street- 


patching material. He believes it will be 
better for areas not due for resurfacing 
in the near future. 


"I'm concerned about traffic on foot. I 


see people walking on the edges of roads 
at dusk. We should work with the state 
for pedestrian tie-ins and cross walks," 
he added.

Excell said the inexperience of men

agencies)," she added. 


EXCELL PRAISED Village Atty. Ed- 


ward Hofert who invited the existing vil- 
lage board to investigate using the ordi- 


nance Hofert drew up for Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


He added that no action has been taken 


to date and that "now is the time to talk 
about it, not later." 


A discussion on recreational facilities 


in Hoffman Estates and where they're 
lacking ended when Mrs. Lawrence Ex- 
cell said, "there are some facilities 
available, but the kids have a hard time 
getting around." 


She called for better walking and 


transportation facilities in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


MRS. SHERMAN earlier criticized

Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA, said the proposed 25 
sites encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area. 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly. 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
port from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said. 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information, 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
locations. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thority, was not avuilable for comment 
Friday 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CHA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside the city limits, and, there- 
fore, its power to condemn land will have 
to be officially recognized by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained.

"With the consent of county and local 


housing authorities and the approval of 
local governing bodies," he pointed out, 
"we can go beyond the city limits."

to be selling poorly in the Wheeling-Buf- 
falo Grove area, and one gas station 
manager has a simple, candid ex- 
planation.

days," said Joseph Bulgarelli, "but not 
to the point where it hurts the pocket- 
book." 


Bulgarelli is the manager of General 


Car Care, an Arco station at 55 W. Dun- 
dee Rd., Buffalo Grove. 


Although Arco makes a pollution-fight- 


ing low-lead gasoline, Bulgarelli said he 
does not stock it because he has dis- 
covered from other dealers "that people 
are not buying it in good enough quan- 
tities." 


"I've been keeping a close watch on 


the market, talking to other dealers," 


Bulgarelli said. "They tell me that it is 
too expensive. People might go for it, if 
it were cheaper, but they feel they're 
sacrificing economy." 


OTHER DEALERS echoed those com- 


ments, but Carl Medina disagrees. Me- 
dina, owner of Carl's Texaco, Schoen- 
beck and Dundee roads, Wheeling, said 
"It's only two cents more than regular, 
so I don't think it's price that keeps 
people away." 


Medina says that his sales of low-lead 


gasoline are miserable — "not even one 
per cent" of his total gasoline sales each 
month, but he thinks that many of his 
customers do not use the new gasoline 
because they fear that it will harm the 
engines of their cars. 


"Even people with 71's, who you'd 


think would use it, ask for regular," he 


said. However, Medina said he used the 
gasoline in his own '61 car and found 
"that there was no difference. It ran as 
well as usual." 


Similar reasons for poor sates were re- 


ported by Dale Lyne of the Wheeling 
Standard station and Dundee Road and 
Rte 83 in Wheeling. 


HIS SALES OF no-lead gasoline are 


better than Medina's sales of the low- 
lead variety but "it's nothing to talk 
about, 200 or 300 gallons a month, maybe 
10 per cent of my sales," Lyne said. 


"Like anything else," he said, "people 


want to know what this is going to do for 
them before they buy it." His customers 
seem to be waiting to discover if the new 
gasoline harms engines, Lyne said. 


Other customers, he said, "buy the 


gasoline when they shouldn't. They use it 


in cars that should take high octane 
gasoline and then when they get knocks, 
they get discouraged." 


Sales of non-lead gas by the Shell Oil 


Co are "running about 4 per cent of our 
total sales," according to Frank Pyle, 
supervisor of Shell's Chicago north dis- 
trict. "But we expect sales to increase as 
the car population changes." 


PYLE ESTIMATED that now about 20 


per cent of the pre-71 cars and most of 
the '71 cars can use the lead-free gas. He 
said some gasoline dealers have not yet 
marketed the lead-free gas because of 
the expense. "In 1970 it cost us 70 million 
dollars to produce and market the prod- 
uct nationwide," he said. "That included 
modifying every service station so they 
could provide the gas."

Getting In Can Be As Difficult As Getting Out 


"Each and every one of them came up 


to us and said they would leave if they 
could They would leave everything they 
own behind ind go " 


Ttiis was the way Mrs. Abe Selman de- 


scribed the Soviet Jews she visited last 
summer with her father Albert Kopans, 
9124 Me Arthur Ct., Des Plaines 


The plight of Jews in the Soviet Union 


was brought to world attention in Decem- 
ber when two of 12 Jewish defendants 
were sentenced to death in Leningrad for 
trying to hijack a Soviet airplane to fly 
to Israel. The death sentences were later 
commuted to 15 years' imprisonment. 


Mrs. Selman. a Niles housewife and 


mother, told 'he Herald of bureaucratic 
hostility and censorship, a mood of fear 
and 
intimidation, 
official 
state dis- 


couragement of Judaism, and the fervent 
desire of some Soviet Jews to emigrate 
to Israel 


Mrs. Selman and her father, a retired 


grocer, flew last summer to Moscow and 
Vllna, in the now Soviet state of Lith- 
uania, to attend the wedding of Kopans' 
nephew and to visit Kopans' sister whom 
he had not seen for 45 years, since he 
emigrated to America. 


Mrs. Selman. and her husband Abe, be- 


gan their efforts to get Soviet visas four 
months before the wedding, with the aid 
of a travel agency. Five days before she 
would have to leave to arrive in time for 
the wedding, they finally received word 
from Moscow that she could come. 


However, the visa had to be received 


through official channels in Washington, 
D.C. Her travel agent told her and her 
father to go to London and to pick up 
visas from the Russian Embassy. 


"When we got to the embassy it was 


like in the movies — very scary. They 
knew we were Americans, and they 
didn't want to let us do anything. They 
said "come back later." Finally, the So- 


viet official refused to give them visas. 
"We didn't dare argue," she said. 


SHE CALLED HOME, crying in frus- 


tration. Fortunately, the visas had ar- 
rived in Chicago, and the travel agent 
sent them by jet to London. 


In Moscow, they were met by the aunt, 


Bertha, and the cousin, Benjamin. All 
other relations of the Kopans in Russia 
had died during World War II. It was a 
happy reunion, Mrs. Selman said. Her fa- 
ther easily recognized his sister. 


Mrs. Selman and her father stayed in a 


huge hotel for tourists in Moscow, the 
Hotel Rossia, which has 6,000 rooms, res- 
taurants and shops. 


They stayed three days in Moscow, and 


had to go on a tour of Moscow, according 
to the rules of Intourist, the Soviet agen- 
cy that handles tourism. They saw uni- 
versities, theatres and hospitals, and 
were allowed to take pictures. • 


They then traveled to Vilna, the capital 


of Lithuania, about an hour and one half 
away from Moscow by air. They stayed 
in a hotel, and went frequently to visit 
the home of the aunt, who is a worker in 
a factory that makes sweaters. Her 
aunt's husband is a pensioner. 


THEY ATE WELL — a typical meal 


was chicken, borsch, bread, caviar. 
Strawberries and cherries were plentiful. 


The wedding was a Russian ceremony, 


the bride and groom signed the official 
register in the city hall — all that is re- 
quired by Russian law to become legally 
married. 


After a large party, the Kopans and 


others asked that a Jewish marriage cer- 
emony be performed, a very rare occur- 
ance in Russia. Next day, the family 
went to the only Jewish synagogue still 
existing in Vilna. 


The front gate of the temple was lock- 


ed, so that no one would disturb the cere- 
mony or "start trouble"Freinds came by 


bus or walked to see the "unusual" cere- 
mony. 


No Rabbi lives in Vilna, so the ceremo- 


ny was performed by an old sexton, 
hired by the government, "a shifty-eyed 
character who people were afraid to talk 
to," Mrs. Selman said. 


THE MARRIAGE was performed un- 


derneath the traditional canopy. Mrs. 
Selman took many pictures of the cere- 
mony and she sent these later to her 
relatives in Russia. But none of these 
pictures were ever received by her aunt, 
she said.

Covelli because high river water ham- 
pered efforts to pull a final section of the 
bridge from the river.

Chief Raps School Fire Alarm System 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter charged Friday that a potentially 
dangerous situation exists in Dist. 21 
Schools in Buffalo Grave and Wheeling 
because the schools' alarm systems are 
not tied into the alarm boards at the fire 
stations. 


Because there is no hookup, ill fires 


must be reported by telephone which, ac- 
cording to Winter, "could make the dif- 
ference of one roomful of kids ever get- 
ting out." 


Dist 21 Supt Kenneth Gill replied to 


the charges by saying that adequate 
safety precautions have been taken and 
that the safety of students has been as- 
sured. 


Under the present arrangement, when 


an alarm is activated at a school, the 
alarm rings throughout the building, but 
the fire department has no way of know- 
ing there Is a fire unless it is reported by 
telephone. 


Winter estimated the time lag involved 


in reaching a phone and reporting fires 
to be about five minutes. "Any fireman 
will tell you that the first five minutes of 
any fire are the most important. It could 
make the difference of cue roomful of 
kids ever getting out," the chief said. 


WINTER SAID SINCE there is no 


a'.arm hookup, some fires are not report- 
ed tc the fire department in Buffalo 
Grove. He said that it appears to be up 
to the principal at each school to deter- 
mine whether the fire department is 
needed in putting out a fire. 


Winter said recently a student at one 


Dist. 21 school told her father, who is a 
fireman that "there was a fire drill at 
the school with real smoke,' meaning 
there was a fire at the school. That fire 
was never reported to the Bulfalo Grove 
Fire Department, Winter said. 


Gill told the Herald he was not aware 


of the incident. 


WINTER ALSO CHARGED that last 


year there were five fires at Joyce Kil- 
mer School that were never reported to 
his department. 


"They had a problem with a student 


lighting fires in wastcbaskets, so they 
thought that each report of a fire was 
that student. It's ridteulou* to take a 
chance like that. I'd rather run down 
there each time am) find tho. it's noth- 
ing, instead of taking the chance," Win- 
tor Mid. 


"I wonder if the principals think that it 


is my responsibility if they call me 10 
minutes late. It's not. It's going to be 
dumped right back on their heads," Win- 
ter declared. 
Winter estimated it would cost $100 
for each school "at the very most" to 
hook the alarms to the fire department 
board. 


"All they have to do is buy a sending 


unit and rent telephone lines and hook it 
up to our board," Winter pointed out. 


Gill could not give an estimate of the 


cost but said that it would be more than 
$100. He said the district is obtaining es- 
timates on a central monitoring system. 


"I DON'T THINK it is a potentially 


hazardous situation, Gill said. "We can 
empty most of our buildings in approxi- 
mately a minute and a half. We do con- 
duct fire drills. The danger to life really 
isn't a factor (does not exist). We would 
like to save the building, but the prime 
concern is lives," Gill said, indicating he 
is satisfied with the present setup. 


"He (Winter), as fire chief, would put 


it (the hookup) on a lot higher priority. It

A high-ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority (CHA) official Friday hinted 
some sites in the Northwest suburban 
•re« have been earmarked for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects. 


But exact location of sites outside Chi- 


cago remained a mystery, and there was 
no indication on when this information 
would oe released. 


Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA, said the proposed 25 
sites encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
port from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
tocatcas. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thority, was not available for comment 
Friday 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley.

'We're Concerned .. . Up To A Point' 
New Gasolines Selling Like Lead 


Low-lead and no-lead gasolines appear 


to be selling poorly in the Wheeling-Buf- 
falo Grove area, and one gas station 
manager has a simple, candid ex- 
planation. 


"We're all environmentalists these 


days," said Joseph Bulgarelli, "but not 
to the point where it hurts the pocket- 
book." 


Bulgarelli is the manager of General 


Car Care, an Arco station at 55 W. Dun- 
dee Rd., Buffalo Grove. 


Although Arco makes a pollution-fight- 


ing low-lead gasoline, Bulgarelli said he 
does not stock it because be has dis- 
covered from other dealers "that people 
are not buying it in good enough quan- 
tities." 


"I've been keeping a close watch on 


the market, talking to other dealers," 


Bulgaielh said. "They tell me that it is 
too expensive. People might go for it, if 
it were cheaper, but they feel they're 
sacrificing economy." 


OTHER DEALERS echoed those com- 


ments, but Carl Medina disagrees. Me- 
dina, owner of Carl's Texaco, Schoen- 
beck and Dundee roads, Wheeling, said 
"It's only two cents more than regular, 
so I don't think it's price that keeps 
people away." 


Medina says that his sales of low-lead 


gasoline are miserable — "not even one 
per cent" of his total gasoline sales each 
month, but he thinks that many of his 
customers do not use the new gasoline 
because they fear that it will harm the 
engines of their cars. 


"Even people with "71's, who you'd 


think would use it, ask for regular," he 


said. However, Medina said he used the 
gasoline in his own '61 car and found 
"that there was no difference. It ran as 
well as usual." 


Similar reasons for poor sales were re- 


ported by Dale Lyne of the Wheeling 
Standard station and Dundee Road and 
Rte 83 in Wheeling. 


HIS SALES OF no-lead gasoline are 


better than Medina's sales of the low- 
lead variety but "it's nothing to talk 
about, 200 or 300 gallons a month, maybe 
10 per cent of my sales," Lyne said. 


"Like anything else," he said, "people 


want to know what this is going to do for 
them before they buy it." His customers 
seem to be waiting to discover if the new 
gasoline harms engines, Lyne said. 


Other customers, he said, "buy the 


gasoline when they shouldn't. They use it 


in cars that should take high octane 
gasoline and then when they get knocks, 
they get discouraged." 


Sales of non-lead gas by the Shell Oil 


Co. are "running about 4 per cent of our 
total sales," according to Frank Pyle, 
supervisor of Shell's Chicago north dis- 
trict. "But we expect sites to increase as 
the car population changes." 


PYLE ESTIMATED that now about 20 


per cent of the pre-71 cars and most of 
the '71 cars can use the lead-free gas. He 
said some gasoline dealers have not yet 
marketed the lead-free gas because of 
the expense. "In 1970 it cost us 70 million 
dollars to produce and market the prod- 
uct nationwide," he said. "That included 
modifying every service station so they 
could provide the gas."

Sacred Heart Principa1 Leonard Bae- 


nan said the experiment is working fine. 
Called Operation SHARE, which stands 
for Sacred HrArt Real Ed-venture, the 
experiment has received a good response 
from parents, to the extent the school 
now has 17 teams of teachers visiting 
homes. 


Teacher teams go out two nights a 


week and visit a home of a Sacred Heart 
student. Several groups of parents may 
be there for a single conference, since 
the teachers could not visit all their 
homes during the two months the confer- 
ences are being held. 


BAENAN SAID INITIAL questions 


from parents to teachers are usually in- 
formation questions on studies. These 
questions evolve into others on policies at 
the school. Finally, parents and teachers 
usually begin debating on educational 
theories and other broader areas. 


Thus, the conferences become learning 


experiences, he said. 


With several groups of parents at each 


conference, it is not uncommon for them 
to begin debating each other on various 
points. 


From these conferences, parents learn 


about the school and its policies. In re- 
turn, the teachers get some new ideas 
which can be developed at the school. 


Ideas are exchanged between both par- 
ties. 


Once again, Sacred Heart has hit on 


another good idea in Operation SHARE. 
Instead of just telling parents how their 
daughter is progressing in school, teach- 
ers explain other matters of school policy 
that have puzzled parents. 


IN RECENT MONTHS, Sacred Heart 


got rid of its dress code, angering some 
parents. Operation SHARE is being used 
to explain this matter, as well as those 
puzzling mini-courses held two months 
ago. 


Parents no longer have to travel long 


distances to schools, wait in lines to meet 
teachers Just to hear their daughters are 
not doing as well as they can in math in 
a few short minutes. Now, the teachers 
come to them and spend an entire eve- 
ning discussing various matters of inter- 
est. 


Parents can make suggestions about 


the school, its programs and policies, to 
the teacher and, indirectly, have a say in 
them. 


However, Operation SHARE may work 


well in Sacred Heart but not in other 
schools. Sacred Heart has a lower enroll- 
ment than Palatine or Fremd high 
schools. If Sacred Heart teachers cannot 
visit every home of a student in two 
months, how can the larger pubb'c 
schools? 


Sacred Heart does not know if the con- 


ferences will be held again. Right now, 
they are set to be held in two years. 


A QUESTIONNAIRE to be distributed 


to parents visited will ultimately help the 
school administration decide whether to 
hold Operation SHARE again. 


The experiment is a good idea and has 


merit. It is something people have begun 
to expect from Sacred Heart. 


Even if Operation SHARE is not con- 


tinued, it can still be considered a good 
try.

Study Hall One Day AThing Of The Past? 


Obscenity Case 
Again Set Back 


Another continuance was granted by 


Cook County Circuit Court. Judge Paul 
O'Malley in the case of Arthur Ziar- 
kowski, owner of the Palatine Book 
Store, who has been charged with ob- 
scenity. 


This time the state requested the con- 


tinuance in order to study and answer 
two motions filed recently by Ziar- 
kowski's lawyer, Howard T. Savage. 


Ziarkowski will again appear in Circuit 


Court in Arlington Heights April 23. 


Savage filed two motions regarding the 


obscenity case, one to dismiss and the 
other to suppress evidence in the case. 


In the motion to dismiss the case, Sav- 


age cited that Ziarkowski had not been 
granted an adversary hearing before go- 
ing on trial. In the motion to suppress 
evidence, Savage said the Palatine police 
and the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
had confiscated a large quantity of Ziar- 
kowski's merchandise without a warrant. 


IN A RAID on the Palatine Book Store, 


16 S. Bothwell St., Jan. 13, police and IBI 
agents found more than $5,000 worth of 
allegedly obscene books and magazines. 
The books were taken from the "adults 
only" section of Ziarkowski's store. 


The raid came after the Illinois Attor- 


ney General's legal research department 
deemed a book, "The Orgy," obscene. 
The book was purchased by an IBI agent 
from the store on Nov. 27. 


A recent Illinois Supreme Court ruling 


on obscenity also played a part in Ziar- 
kowski's arrest. Under the ruling, ob- 
scene is defined as "whether, to the av- 
erage person, applying 
contemporary 


community standards, the whole appeals 
to prurient interests." 


Savage said the status of what is ob- 


scene in Illinois is in the state of flux. 
While "The Orgy" is considered obscene 
today, a future court ruling may deem it 
not obscene.

'Bomb* Mystery Cleared Up? 


A 25-year-old employe of Fritzel's 


Steak House in Arlington Heights surren- 
dered himself .,o Arlington Heights police 
Friday morning in connection with the 
bomb scare Wednesday afternoon at the 
restaurant. 


He was identified as Barthonia T. 


Washington, 25, of 4730 Arbor Dr., Roll- 
ing Meadows. Police charged Washing- 
ton with disorderly conduct and held him 
on $10,000 bond. 


The restaurant was evacuated of about 


125 diners during the Wednesday lunch- 
eon hour when the phony bomb was dis- 
covered on a divider island in the restau- 
rant parking lot. The "bomb" later 
proved to be a battery wired to a small 
bottle of mineral oil, according to police. 


Del. Sgt. Phil Olszewski of the Arling- 


ton Heights police emphasized yesterday 
that Washington surrendered himself vol- 
untarily to police and was not arrested 
or requested to come into the station. 


ACCORDING TO police reports, it was 


alleged Wednesday night that Washing- 
ton was responsible for the incident. 


Police Lt. George Ekblad reportedly 


signed a complaint of disorderly conduct 
Thursday and Judge Paul A. O'Malley 
issued an arrest warrant and set the 
bond. 


Washington reportedly told police that 
Tuesday night he had been joking with 
one of the waitresses and as a joke he 
made the "bomb" and placed it in the 
woman's car. 


The waitress is said to have confirmed 


the man's story, telling police she found 
the "bomb" in her car and knew who put 
it there. 


She told police there was a note on the 


device and she knew it was a joke. She 
said she placed the shoebox on the island 
and went home. 


Washington reportedly told police that 


when the building was evacuated the 
next afternoon, everyone said the bomb 
was in the building and he did not con- 
nect the scare with the "bomb" he made 
the previous night. 


Friday, Washington appeared before 


Judge O'Malley. Washington's lawyer, 
Paul H. Knott, filed a motion to reduce 
the bond. O'Malley reduced the bond to 
$1,000 after Dennis Breit, manager of 
Fritzel's, told the judge that Washington 
was an "outstanding employe." Breit 
then posted the bail for Washington and 
the man was released from custody, 
awaiting an April 23 court appearance.

strators and citizens who had been in- 
volved in the campaign, gathered in the 
Administration Building at 301 W. South 
St to watch the returns come in after the

They didn't have to wait long. At about 


7:'J5 p.m. the first precinct, Dunton 
School, reported 159 yes votes and 213 no 
votes. 


DUNTON HAD been considered 
a 


strong area for the district and when the 
vote totals were announced one adminis- 
trator said simply, "We just lost." 


The referendum culminated a two- 


month long campaign in which district 
representatives spoke at more than 250 
campaign coffees in private homes in an 
effort to convince voters to support the 
measure.

Strong said. "I won't try to coat the situ- 
ation with a lot of euphemisms. We took 
a story honestly to the people and we 
asked for a response and we've had 
one." 


HE SAID ONE of the board members 


had observed, "That's why the word pub- 
lic is in education." 


"The schools are still for kids and 


somehow, some way, we will find a way 
to keep them the best places we can 
make them," he added. 


Seller said the district had received 


a mandate and would implement it re- 
sponsibily. "We offered the community a 
simple choice and they have spoken. The 
irony is that the people most affected 
didn't have a vote at all — they were the 
kids," he said.

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Low-Income Housing Hinted For Northwest Suburbs

A high-ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority 
fCHA) official Friday hinted 


some sites in the Northwest suburban 
area have •>een earmarked for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects. 


But exact location of sites outside Chi- 


cago remained a mystery, and tb*re was 
no indication on when this information 
would be released 


Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA. said the proposed 25 
site* encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
po-t from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said. 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information. 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
locations, Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thor ty, was not available for comment 
Friday 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier or-ier that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CHA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside die city limits, and, there- 
fore, its pov/er to condemn land will have 
to be officially recognized by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained. Currently, the authority holds a 
power of eminent domain in Chicago. 


"With the consent of county and local 


housing authorities and the approval of 
local governing bodies," he pointed out, 
"we can go beyond the city limits." Con- 
d e m n a t i o n power in unincorporated 
areas would have to be granted by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 


MEANWHILE, Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Pres. Jack Walsh Friday sent a let- 
ter to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley 


in which he called for a "meaningful and 
constructive dialogue" between Chicago 
and suburban officials on the low-income 
housing issue and other matters. Walsh, 
who is also president of the Cook County 
Council of Governments (COG), said he 
agreed with Daley that housing problems 
could not be effectively met through sep- 
arate efforts of city and suburbs. 


In his letter, he told Daley, "Using the 


housing issue as a stepping stone ... I 
urge you to consider an agreement to 
meet with members of suburban govern- 
ment; and I propose the specific use of 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
as the vehicle for such arrangements."

The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist 15 


School Board will back a s.ate-wide 
move among various school districts to 
change the existing state-aid formula

Under the new state-aid formula being 


proposed, local taxes paid to Dist. 15 
would be decreased as the funds dis- 
tributed by the state would be increased 


A disparity currently exists between 


tax money paid to dual school districts 
and to unit districts. Dist 15 and Dist 
211 represent dual districts while the Chi- 
cago Public School System, which oper- 
ates with one school board and tax rate 
for grades one through 12, is a unit dis- 
trict 


Area residents who pay taxes to both 


districts 15 and 211 pay more than do 
residents within a unit district The two 
separate tax rates of the dual districts 


total more than the rate of a unit dis- 
trict. 


DUAL-UNIT EQUALITY (DUE), the 


organization formed to equalize the 
state-aid formulas of dual and unit dis- 
tricts, will serve as an action and lobby- 
ing group to seek legislation to equalize 
the state aid.

School Co-op Involvement OKd Again 


Continued participation in the North- 


west Educational Cooperative for the 
coming year was unanimously approved 
W e d n e s d a y by the Palatine-Rolling 
Meadovts Dist 15 board of education. 


Approval came after Leland Gibbs, 


Dist 15 lepresentative to NEC, strongly 
recommended the board continue its in- 
volvement with the cooperative.

NEC include cooperative purchasing of 
equipment and materials, teaching work- 
shops, transportation studies and area 
growth patterns. 


The board also voted to drop its mem- 


bership in the Council of Governments, a 
state organization that involves govern- 
ments of townships, parks and school dis- 
tricts. 


mula, Dist 15 would receive approxi- 
mately $339,000 more in state funds for 
the coming school year than it will under 
the existing formula. The following year, 
the district would receive $624,000 under 
the new formula, he said. 


Local taxpayers are currently rpovid-

City Officials 
Challenge Wilke 
Rd. Construction 


Construction of a new Wilke Road, 


near the eastern border of Rolling Mead- 
ows, is scheduled this spring by Cook 
County planners. 


But county plans may be drastically 


changed, as Rolling Meadows officials 
are considering a court suit against the 
county, if construction of the road is be- 
gun according to Mayor Roland Meyer 


A new 4-lane Wilke Road is planned in 


Arlington Heights this spring between 
Central and Algonquin roads east of pre- 
sent Wilke Road. It is part of a master 
plan for a 4-lane highway to run between 
Kirchoff and Golf roads. 


Rolling Meadows city officials 
are 


"challenging the plan to construct the 
middle section first." Meyer said "the 
middle section doesn't go anywhere, and 
only serves apartments in Arlington 
Heights." Twelve Oaks apartments and 
Green Acres condominiums are located 
near the planned highway. 


"If they do this, we may file a suit to 


stop it," Meyer said. Meyer considers 
the sections between Kirchoff and Cen- 
tral and Algonquin and Golf to be the 
most needed. 


County officials said a master plan was 


set up -'years ago" for the new highway 
Meyer said he felt the "only part of the 
plan being upheld is the Arlington 
Heights part" 


MEYER ALSO said, if the new high- 


way between Central and Algonquin be- 
comes a reality without construction of 
the other sections, "the city will build its 
own highway" between Algonquin and 
Golf roads. 


"And this road will be a local road not 


for 
A r l i n g t o n Park race track 


traffic," Meyer said. He said police 
would be on duty and barricades would 
be set up to keep through traffic off the 
road. 


"We won't funnel all the heavy four 


lane traffic to a two-lane road built by 
the city," Meyer said. 


"This is a three stage plan," said Leo 


Mertka, county planning engineer. "Ar- 
lington Heights submitted their plans 
first," he said. 


Meyer said plans for the highway sec- 


tion between Algonquin and Golf have 
been drawn up by the city engineer, but 
the engineer has had little success in 
scheduling a meeting with county offi- 
cials to discuss it. "We can't seem to get 


a meeting to discuss this thing," Meyer 
said. 


Completion of the entire master plan 


for the 4-lane highway between Kirchoff 
and Golf is far in the future County offi- 
cials said the section between Kirchoff 
and Central should be completed within 
the next four years, but the section be- 
tween Algonquin and Golf, which is in 
the Rolling Meadows city limits and 
would serve the city industrial parks, is 
not in the four year master plan. 


WHEN NEW Wilke Road is completed, 


a preliminary agreement between Roll- 
ing Meadows and Arlington Heights has 
old Wilke Road under the jurisdiction of 
Rolling Meadows The old road would be- 
come a local frontage or access road, 
according to county officials. 


Rolling Meadows plans to annex the 


property between the two roads. Several 
homes are located in the area. 


"We need the entire four-lane road," 


said James Muldowney, assistant city 
engineer "It would be an ideal north- 
south expressway to Woodfield Mall, the 
new Penny's and for traffic from Arling- 
ton Park race track."

Instead of the parents visiting the 


teachers in school, the teachers visit the 
parents at home 


Parents will control what is discussed 


at the conferences with a team of teach- 
ers answering questions and generally 
conversing with the parents on school 
matters How osmebody's daughter is 
doing in school does not have to be the 
entire subject matter of a conference. 


Sacred Heart Principal Leonard Bae- 


nan said the experiment is working fine. 
Called Operation SHARE, which stands 
for Sacred HeA.-t Real Ed-venture, the 
experiment has received a good response 
from parents, to the extent the schoo! 
now has 17 teams of teachers visiting 
homes. 


Teacher teams go out two nights a 


week and visit a home of a Sacred Heart 
student. Several groups of parents may 
be there for a single conference, since 
the teachers could not visit all their 
homes during the two months the confer- 
ences are being held. 


BAKNAN 
SAID INITIAL questions 


from parents to teachers are usually in- 
formation questions on studies. These 
questions evolve into others on policies at 
the school. Finally, parents and teachers 
usually begin debating on educational 
theories and other broader areas. 


Thus, the conferences become learning 


experiences, he said 


With severa1 groups of parents a1, each 


conference, it is not uncommon for them 
to begin debating each other on various 
points 


From these conferences, parents learn 


about the school and its policies. In re- 
turn, the teachers get some new ideas 


which can be developed at the school, try. 


Ideas are exchanged between both par- 
ties. 


Once again. Sacred Heart has hit on 


another good idea in Operation SHARE. 
Instead of just telling parents how their 
daughter is progressing in school, teach- 
ers explain other matters of school policy 
that have puzzled parents. 


IN RECENT MONTHS. Sacreu Heart 


got rid of its dress code, angering some 
parents. Operation SHARE is being used 
to explain this matter, as well as those 
puzzling mini-courses held two months 


^f^0. 


Parents no longer have to travel long 


distances to schools, wait in lines to meet 
teachers just to hear their daughters are 
not doing as well as they can in math in 
a few short minutes. Now, the teachers 
come to them and spend an entire eve- 
ning discussing various matters of inter- 
est. 


Parents can make suggestions about 


the school, its programs and policies, to 
the teacher and, indirectly, have a say in 
them. 


However, Operation SHARE may work 


well in Sacred Heart but not in other 
schools. Sacred Heart has a lower enroll- 
ment than Palatine or Fremd high 
schools. If Sacred Heart teachers cannot 
visit every home of a student in two 
months, how can the larger public 
schools? 


Sacred Heart does not know if the con- 


ferences will be held again. Right now, 
they are set to be held in two years. 


A QUESTIONNAIRE to be distributed 


to parents visited will ultimately help the 
school administration decide whether to 
hold Operation SHARE again. 


The experiment is a good idea and has 


merit. It is something people have begun 
to expect from Sacred Heart.

Obscenity Case 
Again Set Back 


Another continuance was granted by 


Cook County Circuit Court. Judge Paul 
O'Malley in the case of Arthur Ziar- 
kowski, owner of the Palatine Book 
Store, who has been charged with ob- 
scenity. 


This time the state requested the con- 


tinuance in order to study and answer 
two motions filed recently by Ziar- 
Kowski's lawyer, Howard T. Savage. 


Ziarkowski will again appear in Circuit 


Court in Arlington Heights April 23. 


Savage filed two motions regarding the 


obscenity case, one to dismiss and the 
other to suppress evidence in the case. 


In the motion to dismiss the case, Sav- 


age cited that Ziarkowski had not been 
granted an adversary hearing before go- 
ing on trial. In the motion to suppress 
evidence, Savage said the Palatine police 
and the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
had confiscated a large quantity of Ziar- 
kowski's merchandise without a warrant. 


IN A RAID on the Palatine Book Store, 


16 S. Bothwell St., Jan. 13, police and IBI 
agents found more than $5,000 worth of 
allegedly obscene books and magazines. 
The books were taken from the "adults 
only" section of Ziarkowski's store. 


The raid came after the Illinois Attor- 


ney General's legal research department 
deemed a book, "The Orgy," o'wcene. 
The book was purchased by an IBI agent 
from the store on Nov. 27. 


A recent Illinois Supreme Court ruling 


on obscenity also played a part in Ziar- 
kowski's arrest. Under the ruling, ob- 
scene is defined as "whether, to the av- 
erage person, applying 
contemporary 


community standards, the whole appeals 
to prurient interests." 


Savage said the status of what is ob- 


scene in Illinois is in the state of flux. 
While "The Orgy" is considered obscene 
today, a future court ruling may deem it 
not obscene.

A 25-year-old employe of Fritzel's 


Steak House in Arlington Heights surren- 
dered himself to Arlington Heights police 
Friday morning in connection with the 
bomb scare Wednesday afternoon at the 
restaurant. 


He was identified as Barthonia T. 


Washington, .5, of 4730 Arbor Dr., Roll- 
ing Meadows. Police charged Washing- 
ton with disorderly conduct and held him 
on $10,000 bond. 


The restaurant was evacuated of about 


125 diners during the Wednesday lunch- 
eon hour when the phony bomb was dis- 
covered on a divider island in the restau- 
rant parking lot. The "bomb" later 
proved to be a battery wired to a small 
bottle of mineral oil, according to police. 


Jet. Sgt. Phil Olszewski of the Arling- 


ton Heights police emphasized yesterday 
that Washington surrendered himself vol- 
untarily to police and was not arrested 
or requested to come into the station. 


ACCORDING TO police reports, it was 


alleged Wednesday night that Washing- 
ton was responsible for the incident. 


Police Lt. George Ekblad reportedly 


signed a complaint of disorderly conduct 
Thursday and Judge Paul A. O'Malley 
issued an arrest warrant and set the 
bond. 


Washington reportedly told police that 
Tuesday night he had been joking with 
one of the waitresses and as a joke he 
made the "bomb" and placed it in the 
woman's car. 


The waitress is said to have confirmed 


the man's story, telling police she found 
the "bomb" in her car and knew who put 
it there.

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Low-Income Housing Hinted For Northwest Suburbs 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


A high-ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority 
fCHA) official Friday hinted 


some sites in the Northwest suburban 
area have bren earmarked for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects. 


But exact location of sites outside Chi- 


cago remained • mystery, find there was 
no indication on when this information 
would be released. 


Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA, said the proposed 25 
sites encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area. 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development. He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly. 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
port from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said. 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information. 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
locations. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thority, was not available for comment 
Friday. 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CHA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside the city limits, and, there- 
fore, its power to condemn land will have 
to be officially recognized by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained. Currently, the authority holds a 
power of eminent domain in Chicago. 


"With the consent of county and local

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Stoplight May Be Installed 


A stoplight may be installed at the in-

Sewer Lines Back Up 


Breakdowns in temporary sewer lines 


at the Dwight Eisenhower School have 
caused toilets to back up on three sepa- 
rate occasions this year. 


Each time the breakdown occurred, 


the water at the school was turned off 
and a truck was called to pump out wa- 
ter remaining in the sewers. Once toe 
sewers are empited they can be used 
another two to three hours. The students 
are instructed not to flush the toilets un- 
der such conditions. 
"we prefer to keep the students at 
school even when the toilets are not 
working properly," said Supt. Edward 
Grodsky. "It is almost impossible to send 
the children home early bec.iuse we 
don't know if there wil be an adult at 
each house "

Heights Old Town Sanitary District 
(OTSD) sewer system was slated for 
completion in the summer of 1970. 


According to Grodsky the state build- 


ing commission, which paid for construc- 
tion of the school, decided to install a 
temporary sewer that could be used until 
the school could be hooked up to the new 
OTSD lines. 


An OTSD line completed on the east 


side of the school last summer has gone 
unused. According to Richard Schuld, 
OTSD superintendent, "The sewer can't 
be used until the Metropolitan Sanitary 
.District (MSD) completes an interceptor 
sewer line that will hook up to our sew- 
ers." 


The MSD interceptor was slated for 


completion last fall. According to Schuld 
it is now expected to be completed next 
June or July. 


While the school district waits for com- 


pletion of the interceptor, the temporary 
school sewer lines are deteriorating. 
"The lines are not as strong as clay tile, 
and are caving in spots. When we have a 
cave-in, the water flow is blocked and 
the toilets block up," said Grodsky.

Bomb Threats 


A series of false bomb scares that oc- 


cured Friday at three different Prospect 
Heights schools is being investigated by 
the Cook County Sheriff's Police. 


Two false bomb threats were received 


almost simultaneously Friday morning 
at Douglas MacArthur Junior High 
School, Palatine and Schoeubeck roads, 
and at St. Alphonsus Catholic School, 411 
N. Wheeling Rd. The third incident oc- 
curred shortly after 2:30 p.m. that after- 
noon at Robert Frost School, on Aspen 
Drive in Prospect Heights. 


A sheriff's police spokesman said Fri- 


day the police had no leads in the case. 
He termed the bomb scares "just 
pranks." 


Calls were received at 8:47 a.m. at St. 


Alphonsus School and at 8:50 a.m. at 
MacArthur School saying, "A bomb will 
go off in your school at 9:30 a.m." 
School officials reported the caller had a 
young, male voice in both cases. 


ONE ENGINE and two squad trucks of 


the Prospect Heights Fire Department 
were en route to St. Alphonsus School 
when the bomb scare call from MacAr- 
thur School was received. 


"The two engine trucks remaining at 


the station were dispatched to the Mac- 
Arthur School, and we asked the Mount 
Prospect Fire Department to stand by in 
case we received a third call," said Lt. 
Robert Guskey of the Prospect Heights 
department. 


Personnel from both the fire depart- 


ment and the Cook County Sheriff's Po-

Department 
searched

schools Friday, but found nothing. 


Almost 100 people, mostly parents and 


teachers, were evacuated from MacAr- 
thur School.

A c c o r d i n g to Principal Gerald

At St. Alphonsus School, 560 students 


along with the school staff, were evac- 
uated to an open field west of the build- 
ing. According to Rose Nelson, school 
secretary, they returned to the school 40 
minutes later.

Mayor Teichert Defends Board Intersection Decision 


Mayor Robert Teichert of Mount Pros- 


pect has defended the village board 
against sharp criticism from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in regard to a traffic 
proposal for the intersection of Main, Ev 
ergreen and Prospect avenues. 


Teichert's action was in the form of a 


letter sent Friday to Terry Frakes, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce. His 
response came after Frakes sent a letter 
to Teichert and other village officials 
Feb. 19 complaining that "the business- 
men and other parties most greatly af- 
fected and concerned should have been 
given more consideration in the solution 
of Evergreen Avenue." 


The village board voted Feb. 16, to re- 


design the intersection by eliminating the 
stoplight on Evergreen Avenue south of 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks and installing a stop sign which 
will allow traffic eastbound on Ever- 
green to turn right only. 


Frakes criticized the board for taking 


immediate action on the problem of Ev- 
ergreen Avenue because Trustee George 
Reiter, chairman of the board's health 
and safety committee, had promised 
about 75 businessmen and interested 
residents that no action would be taken 
on the problem without another meeting 
between village officials and interested 
residents. 


The board resolved the issue over Ev- 


ergreen Avenue because its application 
to the state highway department for road 
improvements on Main Street from Ev- 
ergreen Avenue to Central Road must be 
submitted "as soon as possible while the 
funds are still available in this fiscal 
year." 


The village is asking the state to im- 


prove three intersections at a cost of 
about $180,000. The projects include im- 
proving signalization of traffic lights and 
installing left-turn bays at the inter- 
section of Northwest Highway, Main, Ev- 
ergreen and Prospect avenues on both 
sides of the railway tracks and at the 
intersection of Main Street and Central 
Road. The plan also calls for widening 
Main Street to allow for the installation 
of left-turn bays at Busse Avenue. 


In a letter sent to Frakes Friday, Tei- 


chert said "it was made clear at a board 
meeting Jan. 12 that the possibility of 
obtaining state funding for the entire 
project . . . required 
prompt 
action. 


Such potential tax benefits for the resi- 
dents of Mount Prospect 
cannot be 


thrown away merely because the Cham- 
ber wants more time to argue their point 
of view. Even in this respect no harm 
was done since a Chamber representa- 
tive was in attendance and presented the 
arguments made at the committee 
(health and safety) meeting. 


"All that really happened was that the 


village board was not persuaded by those 
arguments that the proposal of traffic ex- 
perts was wrong," Teichert said. 


Teichert also explained that "Reiter 


acknowledged the misunderstanding and 
apologized to the representative of the 
Chamber at the board meeting." Jack 
Keefer of Reefer's Pharmacy, also a 
member of the Chamber, argued that the 
plan would not help the business of mer- 
chants in the immediate area of the traf- 
fic change at Evergreen Avenue. 


"Apart from the general argument 


that the merchants should be the ones to 
determine our traffic plan and the vil- 
lage board should only be concerned with 
providing off-street parking for them, no 
facts were presented which refuted or di- 
minished the traffic study. Experts were 
called 'outsiders' who don't understand 
our problems; statistics were termed 'in- 
accurate' or not done correctly; the 
study wa« considered as handled 'hastily' 
and the village board was portrayed as 


an irresponsive group 'ramming' some- 
thing through," Teichert said. 


"I would suggest that two years of 


public meetings and the many hours of 
study put in by the safety commission 
and the village board cannot be dis- 
counted with such short shrift. Nor can 
your letter detailing a minor misunder- 
standing at the tail end of a long project 
persuade me that the village board acted 
improperly," he said. 


Revise School Addition Plan 


Revisions in the plans for construction 


of an addition to the Dist. 23 Betsy Ross 
School in Prospect Heights have been 
completed. 


At a meeting last week, the school 


board authorized Architectural Manage- 
ment Inc. to release the drawings to the 
Walson Construction Co. for bids. 


Currently the district is involved in 


three construction projects at the three- 
school campus at Palatine and Schoen- 
beck roads in Prospect Heights. Voters 
authorized the district to sell $1.2 million 
bonds .for construction of an addition to 
Douglas MacArthur Junior High School, 
an addition to the Ross School and re- 
modeling at Anne Sullivan School. 


At a meeting last week, a representa- 


tive of the architect firm said three revi- 
sions were made in the Ross School 
plans. He said the exterior of the build- 
ing was changed to brick, which will 
match the present building and is cheap- 


er. 


Because of the new exterior, the foun- 


dation of the addition will have to be ex- 
tended four inches on all sides. 


The district will save several thousand 


dollars by using exposed joists in the 
ceiling of the addition rather than 
beams. The architect said the joists will 
give the addition better acoustics.

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A Sixth-Graded's Letter To GM: 
4You Should Care About Pollution' 


by KAREN RUGEN 


"Like the saying goes 'America the 


beautiful, who cares?' YOU SHOULD." 


That's what Joanne Flowers, a student 


at Gregory School in Mount Prospect, 
told General Motors Corp. in a letter ask- 
ing what they are trying to do about pol- 
lution. For an asnwer, she received a 
package of pamphlets explaining the 
company's programs to help clean up the 
environment. 


Joanne is one of the 85 fifth and sixth- 


tirade students in teacher Stephen Ca- 
ru.so's science classes. Her letter was one 
of about 200 written by the students dur- 
ing a recent two week science unit dedi- 
cated to pollution in the land, air, sea 
and wherever else they could find it. 


The purpose of the study is "to create 


a degree of sensitivity on the part of the 
student knowing ihey will be the ones 
who call the shots in our society," Ca- 
ruso explained. "We approach it with an 
attitude of research and then check out 
the answers." 


Researching 
the problem 
included 


reading about pollution, examining it in 
the area around Gregory School, 400 E. 
Gregory St., and writing about it to firms 
like General Electric, the Charles Binn- 
ing Co. in Mount Prospect, and Lever 
Brothers in New York. Some of the stu- 
dents wrote to the Chicago Department 
o f A v i a t i o n . t h e P u r e 
Food and Drug Administration and the 
Village of Mount Prospect to find out 
about pollution laws. 


"I wanted the kids to find out about 


pollution," Caruso said, "instead of ac- 
cusing anyone." 


AT THE BEGINNING of their study, 


students chose a project somehow deal- 
ing with the three areas of pollution — 
home, auto and air. Then by using trans- 
parencies, filmstrips and models of fil- 


tration systems, the students tried to put 
into visible form what they had found 
out. Some designed pollution-free cars 
and highways; some decided to do a re- 
search report; others waged a campaign 
to convince their parents to buy re- 
turnable bottles. 


"The kids are convinced it's the will of 


the people that will solve the pollution 


problem and not legislation," said Ca- 
ruso. 'They know we have laws but the 
polluter still pollutes." 


Caruso who also teaches social studies 


at Gregory, said the study succeeded in 
dispelling the attitude that pollution is 
"just a lot of propaganda." He said the 
students had to keep limited budgets in 
mind when designing solutions to some of 


the pollution problems and even took 
trips outside the school building to pick 
up the litter. 


"We were doing our little bit to help 


the environment," Caruso said. "And the 
kids learned something earlier than most 
of us did — that because of man's greed 
and lust to make money, he has created 
the pollution monster."

group's approach and success in com- 
bating drug abuse. According to a 
spokesman, "Another Way" staff mem- 
bers use "whatever method works" to 
help persons find enough strength to stay 
away from drugs.

Low-Income Housing Hinted For Northwest Suburbs 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


A high-ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority (CHA) official 
Friday hinted 


some sites in the Northwest sut jrban 
area have been earmarked for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects 


Put exkct location of sites outside Chi- 


cago remained a mystery, and there was 
no indication on when this information 
would be released 


Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA, said the proposed 25 
sites encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development. He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly. 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
port from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information. 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But cointy 
officials claim they have no word on "ie 
locations. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thority, was not available for comment 
Friday. 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CKA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside the city limits, and, there- 
fore, its power to condemn land will have 
to be officially recognized by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained. Currently, the authority holds a 
power of eminent domain in Chicago 


"With the consent of county and local 


housing authorities and the approval of 
local governing bodies," he pointed out, 
"we can go beyond the city limits." Con- 
d e m n a t i o n power in unincorporated 
areas would have to be granted by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners 


MEANWHILE, Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Pres. Jack Walsh Friday sent a let- 
ter to Chicago Mayor Richard J Daley 


in which he called for a "meaningful and 
constructive dialogue" between Chicago 
and suburban officials on the low-income 
housing issue and other matters. Walsft, 
who is also president of the Cook County 
Council of Governments (COG), said he 
agreed with Daley that housing problems 
could not be effectively met through sep- 
arate efforts of city and suburbs 


In his letter, he told Daley, "Using the 


housing issue as a stepping stone . . . I 
urge you to consider an agreement to 
meet with members of suburban govern- 
ment; and I propose the specific use of 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
as the vehicle for such arrangements."

Mayor Teichert Defends Board Intersection Decision 


Mayor Robert Teichert of Mount Pros- 


pect has defended the village board 
against sharp criticism from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in regard to a traffic 
proposal for the intersection of Main, Ev- 
ergreen and Prospect aver.ues. 


Teichert's action was in the form of a 


letter sent Friday to Terry Frakes, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce. His 
response came after Frakes sent a letter 
to Teichert and other village officials 
Feb. 19 complaining that "the business- 
men and other parties most greatly af- 
fected and concerned should have been 
given more consideration in the solution 
of Evergreen Avenue." 


The village board voted Feb 16, to re- 


design the intersection by eliminating the 
stoplight on Evergreen Avenue south of 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks and installing a stop sign which 
will allow traffic eastboond on Ever- 
green to turn right only. 


Frakes criticized the board for taking 


immediate action on the problem of Ev- 
ergreen Avenue because Trustee George 


Reiter, chairman of,the board's health 
and safety committee, had promised 
about 75 businessmen and interested 
residents that no action would be taken 
on the problem without another meeting 
between village officials and interested 
residents 


The board resolved the issue over Ev- 


ergreen Avenue because its application 
to the state highway department for road 
improvements on Main Street from Ev- 
ergreen Avenue to Central Road must be 
submitted "as soon as possible while the 
funds are still available in this fiscal 
year " 


The village is asking the state to im- 


prove three intersections at a cost of 
about $180,000. The projects include im- 
proving signalization of traffic lights and 
installing left-turn bays at the inter- 
section of Northwest Highway, Main, Ev- 
ergreen and Prospect avenues on both 
sides of the railway tracks and at the 
intersection of Main Street and Central 
Road. The plan also calls for widening 
Main Street to allow for the installation 


of left-turn bays at Busse Avenue. 


In a letter sent to Frakes Friday, Tei- 


chert said "it was made clear at a board 
meeting Jan. 12 that the possibility of 
obtaining state funding for the entire 
project . . . required 
prompt 
action. 


Such potential tax benefits for the resi- 
dents of Mount Prospect cannot be 
thrown away merely because the Cham- 
ber wants more time to argue their point 
of view. Even in this respect no harm 
was done since a Chamber representa- 
tive was in attendance and presented the 
arguments 
made at the 
committee 


(health and safety) meeting 


"All that really happened was that the 


village board was not persuaded by those 
arguments that the proposal of traffic ex- 
perts was wrong," Teichert said. 


Teichert also explained that "Reiter 


acknowledged the misunderstanding and 
apologized to the representative of the 
Chamber at the board meeting." Jack 
Keefer of Reefer's Pharmacy, also a 
member of the Chamber, argued that the 


plan would not help the business of mer- 
chants in the immediate area of the traf- 
fic change at Evergreen Avenue 


"Apart from the general argument 


that the merchants snould be the ones to 
determine our traffic plan and the vil- 
lage board should only be concerned with 
providing off-street parking for them, no 
facts were presented which refuted or di- 
minished the traffic study Experts were 
called 'outsiders' who don't understand 
our problems; statistics were termed 'in- 
accurate' or not done correctly; the 
study was considered as handled 'hastily' 
and the village board was portrayed as 
an irresponsive group 'ramming' some- 
thing through," Teichert said. 


"I would suggest that two years of 


public meetings and the many hours of 
study put in by the safety commission 
and the village board cannot be dis- 
counted with such short shrift Nor can 
your letter detailing a minor misunder- 
standing at the tail end of a long project 
persuade me that the village board acted 
improperly," he said

Euclid-Sycamore Stoplight May Be Installed 


A stoplight may be installed at the in- 


tersection of Euclid Avenue and Syca- 
more Lane by this summer, according to 
Marvin Weiss, River Trails Park Direc- 
tor. 


The park district has been working 


since last fall to have a light installed at 
the intersection, which is adjacent to the 


Boy Scouts Set

"All the pancakes you can eat" will be 


served Saturday during Pancake Day, 
sponsored by Boy Scout Troop 156. 


The public is invited to the event which 


will last from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. at St. Paul 
Lutheran School, 18 S. School St. in 
Mount Prospect. Besides pancakes, beve- 
rages will be served. Admission is $1 for 
adults and 50 cents for children under 12. 


Also Saturday, the Boy Scout troop will 


hold its monthly newspaper drive in co- 
operation with Cub Scout Pack 156. Per- 
sons who plan to donate their old news- 
papers can drop them off by a container 
on the school parking lot. 


The troop is sponsored by the Parent- 


Teacher League of St. Paul School. Pro- 
ceeds from these events will be used pri- 
marily for the troop's "High Adventure" 
project. 


The project involves a week of .outdoor 


wilderness camping for those scouts in 
the troops who have earned the privilege 
of participating by their rank advance- 
ment and their work within the troop. 


Woodland Trails park. The park is lo- 
cated on the north side of Euclid Ave- 
nue, and west of Wolf Road. 


Weiss said the light is necessary for 


the safety of pedestrians attending the 
pool, bathhouse and skating rink facil- 
ities at Woodland Trails. "Pedestrians 
now have to walk east to the intersection 
of Euclid Avenue in the River Trails 
der to cross Euclid Avenue with a stop 
light," he said. These residents lie south 
of Euclid Avenue in the zriver Trails 
homeowner association in unincorporated 
Mount Prospect. 


"We hope to have the light installed 


before the swimming season begins, but 
we may meet delays in cquiring parts 
for the light," said Cecil Sypult, super- 
visor of recreation. 


AT A MEETING Thursday the park 


commissioner signed a contract with the 
Alstot and March engineering firm to 
draw plans for the light and to install it. 
Weiss estimated the light will cost at 
least $40,000. It will be designed with a 
button that pedestrians can push to 
change the signal in their favor. 


Originally the park 
commissioners 


hoped the state would pay for the light. 
However, the Illinois Division of High- 
ways refused to pay for the light, after 
taking a traffic count at the intersection. 
The state officials said the traffic count 
on Euclid Avenue warranted a state-fi- 


nanced light, but the traffic count on 
Sycamore Lane was too low. As a result 
the park district will pay for the light. 


Recently the state division issued a 


permit allowing the district to install and 
pay for it own light. The division ap- 
proved the district's request for a light 
on the basis of pedestrian attendance at 
the park facilities. Weiss reported to the 


state that six days' attendance at the 
swimming pol totaled 6,938. He esti- 
mated that 75 per cent of those walked to 
the park. 


During the skating season Weiss said 


an average of 600 attended the two rinks 
each day. During the Christmas holiday, 
he said the attendance rose to 1,000 a 
day. 


Sewer Lines Back Up

Breakdowns in temporary sewer lines 


at the Dwight Eisenhower School have 
caused toilets to back up on three sepa- 
rate occasions this year. 


Each time the breakdown occurred, 


the water at the school was turned off 
and a truck was called to pump out wa- 
ter remaining in the sewers. Once the 
sewers are empited they can be used 
another two to three hours. The students 
are instructed not to flush the toilets un- 
der such conditions. 
"we prefer to keep the students at 
school even when the toilets are not 
working properly," said Supt. Edward 
Grodsky. "It is almost impossible to send 
the children home early because we 
don't know if there will be an adult at 
each house." 


THE SEWER facilities at the school 


were installed two years ago. They were 
designed to last only one year. At the 
time 
of construction, 
the Prospect 


Heights Old Town Sanitary District 
(OTSD) sewer system was slated for 
completion in the summer of 1970. 


According to Grodsky the state build- 
ing commission, which paid for construc- 
tion of the school, decided to install a 
temporary sewer that could be used until 
the school could be hooked up to the new 
OTSD lines. 


An OTSD line completed on the east 


side of the school last summer has gone 
unused. According to Richard Schuld, 
OTSD superintendent, "The sewer can't 
be used until the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District (MSD) completes an interceptor 
sewer line that will hook up to our sew- 
ers." 


The MSD interceptor was slated for 


completion last fall. According to Schuld 
it is now expected to be completed next 
June or July. 


While the school district waits for com- 


pletion of the interceptor, the temporary 
school sewer fines are deteriorating. 
"The lines are not as strong as clay tile, 
and are caving in spots. When we have a 
cave-in, the water flow is blocked and 
the toilets block up," said Grodsky.

Low-Income Housing Hinted For Northwest Suburbs 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


A high-ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority 
(CHA) official Friday hinted 


some sites in the Northwest suburban 
area have been earmarked for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects. 


But exact location of sitee outside Chi- 


cago remained a mystery, and there was 
DO indication on when this information 
would be released 


Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA, said the proposed 25 
sites encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area. 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly 01 indirectly 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
port from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information. 


In emphasizing the need for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are 'u unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
locations. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thorty, was not available for comment 
Friday. 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CHA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside the city limits, and, there- 
fore, its power to condemn land will have 
to be officially recognized by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained. Currently, the authority holds a 
power of eminent domain in Chicago. 


"With the consent of county and local 


housing authorities and the approval of 
local governing bodies," he pointed out, 
"we can go beyond the city limits." Con- 
d e m n a t i o n power in unincorporated 
areas would have to be granted by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 


MEANWHILE, Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Pres. Jack Walsh Friday sent a let- 
ter to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley 


in which he called for a "meaningful and 
constructive dialogue" between Chicago 
and suburban officials on the low-income 
housing issue and other matters. Walsh, 
who is also president of the Cook County 
Council of Governments (COG), said he 
agreed with Daley that housing problems 
could not be effectively met through sep- 
arate efforts of city and suburbs. 


In his letter, he told Daley, "Using the 


housing issue as a stepping stone ... I 
urge you to consider an agreement to 
meet with members of suburban govern- 
ment; and I propose the specific use of 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
as the vehicle for such arrangements."

Budget cuts of about $900,000 are being 


studied today hi Arlington Heights School 
Dist. 25. 


The cuts will be needed to balance the 


budget in the next two years hi the wake 
of a decisive voter rejection of the dis- 
trict's request for a 50 cent per $100 tax 
rate increase. 


In a record voter turn-out Saturday, 


5,557 said no to the increase and 3,703 
said yes. The increase lost in 13 of the 14 
school attendance areas in the district. 
Only Patton School turned in an affirma- 
tive vote. 


More than 50 pe.sons, including mem- 


bers of the Board of Education, admin- 
strators and citizens who had been in- 
volved in the campaign, gathered in the 
Administration Building at 301 W. South 
St. to watch the returns come in after the 
polls closed at 7 p.m. Saturday. 


They didn't have to wait long. At about 


7:25 p.m. the first precinct, Dunton 


School, reported 159 yes votes and 213 no 
votes. 


DUNTON HAD been considered 
a 


strong area for the district and when the 
vote totals were announced one adminis- 
trator said simply, "We just lost." 


The referendum culminated a two- 


month long campaign in which district 
representatives spoke at more than 250 
campaign coffees in private homes in an 
effort to convince voters to support the 
measure. 


The referendum was the district's first 


tax rate increase request since voters ap- 
proved a 33% cent increase in March, 
1968 by a two to one margin. 


After the final precinct reported in just 


before 9 p.m. Supt. Donald Strong and 
Theodore Seller, president of the Board 
of Education, spoke briefly to those gath- 
ered. 


"Sometimes words sound very hollow 


after a measure like this has failed," 
Strong said. "I won't try to coat the situ- 


ation with a lot of euphemisms. We took 
a story honestly to the people and we 
asked for a response and we've had 
one." 


HE SAID ONE of the board members 


had observed, "That's why the word pub- 
lic is in education." 


"The schools are still for kids and 


somehow, some way, we will find a way 
to keep them the best places we can 
make them," he added. 


Seller said the district had received 


a mandate and would implement it re- 
sponsibily. "We offered the community a 
simple choice and they have spoken. The 
irony is that the people most affected 
didn't have a vote at all — they were the 
kids," he said.

Learning Center: A Very Magic Room

Where can a kid go to see a silk 


worm's cocoon? 


Or the eggs of a polyphemus moth? 
Or a model of a dinosaur as tall as he 


is? 


He can go to the learning center of 


Ridge School in Arlington Heights. 


And while he's there, he might watch 


sound waves in water or check out the 
chicken eggs in the incubator or browse 
through the library books, all under the 
direction of teacher Ruth Cormier. 


"When the learning center opened we 


talked about what we wanted it to do and 
the teachers told me to try to do some 
things they aren't doing in the class- 
room," Mrs. Cormier said. 


At the beginning of the school year the 


Ridge learning center was just ane mpty 
classroom and some hopes the staff had 
for it. The teachers had decided to in- 
crease the class size in the third grade to 
free the room to build a learning center. 


Now the once empty room has individ- 


ual booths for listening to tapes, bright 
posters and displays relating to the natu- 
ral sciences. 


And one half of the room is taken up 


by the school's library, which was moved 
out of a tiny room where it had been for 
many years. 


"It is hard to sum up a learning center 


in a few words," Mrs. Cormier said. 
"The learning center in each school 


takes on the character of the school." 


All the elementary schools in Dist. 25 


now have some kind of learning center. 
Some are staffed by parent volunteers 
and some have half-time teachers like 
Mrs. Cormier. 


The first, second and third grade 


teachers at Ridge send children to Mrs. 
Cormier in the learning center. Some- 
times they are finished with their regular 
classroom work, sometimes they are 


behind and sometimes they are just 
average, she said. 


"It's really up to the teacher. I have 


maybe 100 children a week in the learn- 
ing center," she said. 


She said the emphasis on the learning 


center is on natural science and the chil- 
dren she works with love it. 


"Science is the kind of thing the chil- 


dren are getting some of and they are 
fascinated," she said. 


Just then several children came in to 


the center. ''We are learning about 
sounds, Mrs. Cormier, and our teacher 
said we should work on something about 
that," one said. 


Mrs. Cormier brought out the tuning 


forks. She bent over and showed them to 
the children. 


"Let's do an experiment with sound 


and then you can go back and explain it 
to your class," she said. 


FritzePs ;Bomb' Mystery Cleared Up? 


A 25-year-oW employe of Fritzel's 


Steak House in Arlington Heights surren- 
dered himself to Arlington Heights police 
Friday morning in connection with the 
bomb scare Wednesday afternoon at the 
restaurant. 


He was identified as Barthonia T. 


Washington, 25, of 4730 Arbor Dr., Roll- 
ing Meadows. Police charged Washing- 
ton with disorderly conduct and held him 
on $10,000 bond. 


The restaurant was evacuated of about 


125 diners during the Wednesday lunch- 
eon hour when the phony bomb was dis- 
covered on a divider island in the restau- 
rant parking lot. The "bomb" later 
proved to be a battery wired to a small 
bottle of mineral oil, according to police. 


Det. Sgt. Phil Olszewski of the Arling- 


ton Heights police emphasized yesterday 


that Washington surrendered himself vol- 
untarily to police and was not arrested 
or requested to come into the station. 


ACCORDING TO police reports, it was 


alleged Wednesday night that Washing- 
ton was responsible for the incident. 


Police Lt. George Ekblad reportedly 


signed a complaint of disorderly conduct 
Thursday and Judge Paul A. O'Malley 
issued an arrest warrant and set the 
bond. 


Washington reportedly told police that 


Tuesday night he had been joking with 
one of the waitresses and as a joke he 
made the "bomb" and placed it in the 
woman's car. 


The waitress is said to have confirmed 


the man's story, telling police she found 
the "bomb" in her car and knew who put 
it there. 


She told police there was a note on the 


device and she knew it was a joke. She 
said she placed the shoebox on the island 
and went home. 


Washington reportedly told police that 


when the building was evacuated the 
next afternoon, everyone said the bomb 
was in the building and he did not con- 
nect the scare with the "bomb" he made 
the previous night. 


Friday, Washington appeared before 


Judge O'Malley. Washington's lawyer, 
Paul H. Knott, filed a motion to reduce 
the bond. O'Malley reduced the bond to 
$1,000 after Dennis Breit, manager of 
Fritzel's, told the judge that Washington 
was an "outstanding 
> iploye." Breit 


then posted the bail for Washington and 
the man was released from custody, 
awaiting an April 23 court appearance.

IN ONE CORNER we have the Con- 


cerned Metropolitan Citizens Committee 
(OMCO They're the ones who first 
brought up the issue when they encour- 
aged the Clerics of St Viator to make 
some of their land available for such 
housing 


The CMCC is quite vocal in presenting 


its opinions 


The village board has been swamped 


with policy statements, for the most part 
criticizing everything and demanding a 
solution that will not compromise on 
ev»n the most trivial points. 


Apparently they see no reason for any 


thought on the subject They propose a 
new policy for \j*t and moderate-income 
housing to the village board, then step up 
two weeks Intpr and complain because 
their ideas were not instituted imme- 
rtiately 


In the other corner are the home- 


owners groups comprising mostly those 
persons who would be directly affected. 


Tht-v don't see any reason for all these 


meetings that have taken place and will 
continue to take place. 


Apparently, it's all a waste of time to 


them So much so that they'll go to sur- 
prising lengths to prevent any mean- 
'nBful di.scu.ssmn and investigation into 
the matter They already know all the 


answers, so the only thing they can think 
to do at a public meeting is to hoot, 
laugh, jeer and ridicule the opposition. 


FORTUNATELY for the sake of the fu- 


ture of this community, there's a small 
minority of people who don't share the 
perspective of those on the two extremes. 


Fortunately, again, they're the ones 


who wiii make the decisions — the elect- 
ed and appointed officials. 


They're the ones caught in the middle. 


They're the ones criticized by both sides 
for not having jumped to a decision one 
way or the other. 


Some nuy think they're not doing any- 


thing. That's not true. They're just not 
doing anything fast enough for either 
side. 


They did something very worthwhile 


recently. They took a trip to Rockford. 
Either underpaid or unpaid, these part- 
time village officials got up early Satur- 
day morning, Feb. 27, left their families 
'or most of the day, and took a bus trip 
to view, first-hand, low and moderate-in- 
come housing in that city. 


Most members of the village board and 


plan commission took the day-long jaunt. 
So did several village employes. Both 
proponents and opponents of low-income 
housing were invited. Howard Kagay, 
president of the Arlington Estates Home- 
owners Association went on the trip. No 
CMCC representatives, went along. 


THE 24 PEOPLE on the trip spent 


most of the day touring low-income hous- 
ing, including housing for the elderly, 
built and maintained by the Rockford 
Housing Authority. 


They saw some good things and they 


saw some not so good. They heard hous- 
ing authority officials point out the suc- 
cesses of the program, and they heard of 
some of the pitfalls. Some things to be 
proud of, some they would avoid if they 
had it to do over again. 


Those on the tour saw some well main- 


tained, attractive housing controlled by 
the authority. They saw some over-dense 
housing, also controlled by the authority. 
They also saw, though it wasn't included 
in the tour, some FHA 236 hosuing that 
was an eye-sore one year after it had 
been completed. 


That project, known as 
Rockford 


Square, was designed by Seymour Gold- 
stein. The developer was M. Myers Asso- 
ciates. Both Goldstein and M. Myers are 
key figures in the project proposed for 
the Vialorian land. 


The village officials, employes and 


residents looked and they listened. They 
didn't come away with any firm deci- 
sions one way or the other. That wasn't 
the reason !or the trip. 


But they got a little better perspective 


of what low and moderate income hous- 
ing can and cannot be. That's why they 
went. 


So they're doing something. And they'll 


be doing more. The nice thing about it is 
that the steps they take may result in a 
rational decision. 


And that's what's best.

In the motion to suppress 
evidence, Savage said the Palatine police 
and the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
had confiscated a large quantity of Ziar- 
kowski's merchandise without a warrant. 


IN A RAID on the Palatine Book Store, 


16 S. Bothwell St., Jan. 13, police and IBI 
agents found more than $5,000 worth of 
allegedly obscene books and magazines. 
The books were taken from the "adults 
only" section of Ziarkowski's store. 


The raid came after the Illinois Attor- 


ney General's legal research department 
deemed a book, "The Orgy," obscene. 
The book was purchased by an IBI agent 
from the store on Nov. 27. 


A recent Illinois Supreme Court ruling 


on obscenity also played a part in Ziar- 
kowski's arrest. Under the ruling, ob- 
scene is defined as "whether, to the av- 
erage person, applying contemporary 
community standards, the whole appeals 
to prurient interests." 


Savage said the status of what is ob- 


scene in Illinois is in the state of flux. 
While "The Orgy" is considered obscene 
today, a future court ruling may deem it 
not obscene.

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Low-Income Housing Hinted For Northwest Suburbs

A high ranking Chicago Housing Au- 


thority 
i CHA) official 
Friday hinted 


iomp sitrs in the Northwest suburban 
arpa have been earmark1*1 for construc- 
tion of low-income housing projects. 


But exact location of sites outside Chi- 


ra«o remained a mystery, and there was 
no indication on when this information 
would be released 


Harry Schneider, assistant executive 


director of CHA. said the proposed 25 
sites encircle the city and are in or near 
virtually every major suburban area 


"More or less, the projects are going 


to ring pretty much the whole city," re- 
plied Schneider when asked if Northwest 
suburban locations had been designated 
for development. He acknowledged that 
residents of all suburban communities 
could count on their municipalities being 
involved directly or indirectly. 


Schneider stressed that CHA officials 


would be providing local leaders with 
proposed plans as they became avail- 
able. A concentrated effort will be made 
by CHA to gain understanding and sup- 
porj from local officials towards the proj- 
ects, he said. 


THE AUTHORITY announced late last 


week that it had been offered the 25 sub- 
urban sites by real estate developers but 
since then it has kept a lid of secrecy on 
any additional information. 


In emphasizing the iieed for coopera- 


tion from local officials, Schneider com- 
mented, "All I can say is that we're go- 
ing to try to work with each of the com- 
munities involved." 


There has been speculation many of 


the undisclosed sites are in unincorpo- 
rated areas of Cook County. But county 
officials claim they have no word on the 
locations. Victor L. Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 


thority, was not available for comment 
Friday. 


Disclosure of CHA's plans for suburban 


low-income housing came last week fol- 
lowing an announcement that 1,746 units 
would be built in Chicago, mostly in 
white neighborhoods. The proposed proj- 
ects, outlined only after U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Richard B. Austin reiterated an 
earlier order that CHA must construct at 
least 700 public housing units in white 
areas, have been attacked by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Daley argued 
more emphasis should be placed on pub- 
lic housing in the suburbs. 


The CHA has never planned any proj- 


ects outside the city limits, and, there- 
fore, its power to condemn land will have 
to be officially recognized by county and 
local governing authorities, Schneider ex- 
plained. Currently, the authority holds a 
power of eminent domain in Chicago. 


"With the consent of county and local 


housing authorities and the approval of 
local governing bodies," he pointed out, 
"we can go beyond the city limits." Con- 
d e m n a t i o n power in unincorporated 
areas would have to be granted by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 


MEANWHILE, Arlington Heights Vil- 


lage Pres. Jack Walsh Friday sent a let- 
ter to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley 


in which he called for a "meaningful and 
constructive dialogue" between Chicago 
and suburban officials on the low-income 
housing issue and other matters. Walsh, 
who is also president of the Cook County 
Council of Governments (COG), said he 
agreed with Daley that housing problems 
could not be effectively met through sep- 
arate efforts of city and suburbs. 


In his letter, he told Daley, "Using the 


housing issue as a stepping stone . . . I 
urge you to consider an agreement to 
meet with members of suburban govern- 
ment; and I propose the specific use of 
the Cook County Council of Governments 
as the vehicle for such arrangements."

More Need 
Social 
Security 


by TOM ROBB 


Most people have to check before recit- 


ing their social security numbers. To 
many suburbanites, however, that long 
string of digits is becoming second na- 
tured. 


The number of residents in the North- 


west suburbs on social security is larger 
than ever before, and growing steadily. 


Jack Gustafson, assistant meager of 


the Chicago Social Security office, said 
the tremendous increase in population, 
as shown by the 1970 census, accounts 
for this unprecedented increase. 


He said 10.9 per cent of Des Plaines' 


57,239 residents are social security bene- 
ficiaries. And in Palatine, an even 10 per 
cent of the 24,904 villagers are classified 
as beneficiaries. 


It is misleading to think this increase 


means more senior citizens are moving 
into the area, for only 60 per cent are 
retirees, while the rest are widows, dis- 
abled workers and so forth. 


OTHER SUBURBS have a lower per- 


centage of residents on social security. 
In Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Elk 
G r o v e , Mount Prospect, Prospect 
Heights, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling, 
the average number of beneficiaries out 
of each community's total population is 
6.3 per cent. 


Considering the fact that the national 


average is 11 per cent, these figures for 
suburbia are not that unusual. 


But, it is a high percentage for the sub- 


urbs alone, which have had traditionally 
few people on social security. The rela- 
tive newness of the suburbs and the low 
median age of their residents have ac- 
counted for this dip in the suburban 
scale, he said. , 


Gustafson explained that, "the older a 


community gets, the higher the per- 
centage goes." He said, "Another factor 
which has boosted these percentages is 
the fantastic rate suburban populations 
are growing at," he srdd. 


About one more per cent of each 


town's population has gone on social se- 
curity in the last two years alone, he 
said.

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MacArthur School saying, "A bbmb will 
go off in your school at 9:30 a.m."

ONE ENGINE and two squad trucks of 


the Prospect Heights Fire Department 
were en route to St. Alphonsus School 
when the bomb scare call from MacAr- 
thur School was received. 


"The two engine trucks remaining at

Two Clash On Co-Op Control 


Tempers flared brie/ly Saturday morn- 


ing at the monthly meeting of the North- 
west Educational Cooperative (NEC) 
when discussion of a letter sent to all 
area school board members by the Ele- 
mentary Dist. 59 school board came up. 


The letter sent last week listed three 


complaints about the NEC which Dist. 59 
would like to see answered before it re- 
news membership in the 10-district coop- 
erative for the 1971-72 school year. 


NEC governing board members, who 


are representatives from the eight ele- 
mentary and two high school districts, 
disagreed on the intent of the letter. 


Some, including Sharrie Hildebrandt, 


the Dist. 59 representative, claimed it 
only raised questions which Dist. 59 felt 
should be discussed by the governing 
board. Others, including Elementary 
Dist 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill, said the let- 
ter was a threat to pull out of NEC if the 
administrative structure and the in- 
clusion of superintendents on the board 
were not changed. 


The 10 participating districts have 


been asked to renew their 1971-72 mem- 
berships by April 1. So far. seven school 
districts have decided to stay in the or- 
ganization, though some have indicated 
the upcoming year will be a trial year 
for continuing membership in 1972. 


Dists. 59, 54 and 26 are expected to 


vote this week on continuing their NKC 
membership. 


Mrs. Hildebrandt said she feels the 


NKC should either have lay control, 
meaning the school board representa- 
tives, or become a superintendents' coop- 
erative: "Why can't we sit here and 
make our own decisions without having 
the superintendents here to influence our 
decisions?" 


Gill replied: "In the constitution we 


agreed to a cooperative governing board 
of lay members and superintendents. If 
Dist. 59 does not like the structure, then 
you should either propose 
the con- 


stitut on be changed or get out." 


Though discussion of changing the con- 


stitution and set up in the NEC contin- 
ued, the governing board did not take 


action to make changes: "I think all the 
boards have discussed the NEC quite a 
bit in the last few months and maybe we 
should change it, but not right now when 
we are angry and can't think straight," 
Arthur Aronson of the High School Dist. 
214 board said. 


Later in the meeting, Aronson was 


elected chairman of the governing board 
next year. Alex Casper of Dist. 57 will be 
vice president and Betty Landon of Dist. 
54, member-at-large on the executive 


Heights, Arlington Heights and Wheeling 
attend the school. 


A c c o r d i n g to Principal Gerald 


McGovern, most of thte people who were 
evacuated waited outside until the search 
was completed and then returned to the 
building at 9:40 a.m.

End Of The Line—Or A Second Chance?

"Of course not," said Dr 
Alan D 


Green, head of Service of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology at Lutheran General Hospi- 
tal in Park Ridge. "But don't call it 
'menopause ' 
That term is a real 
bug- 


aboo What we're really talking about is 
the 'climacteric ' " 


MKNOPAISE MEANS the "cessation 


of the menstrual phase" and occurs at 
one particular time When a woman has 
not had a menstrual period for six 
months — more certainly, for one year 
— she has attained her menopause. Cli- 
macteric, on the other hand, covers ap- 
proximately a 10-year span — typically 
from age 42 to 52. During this time -a 
woman's ovarian hormone content dimin- 


ishes from maximum to nothing 


"The basic thing to remember " said 


Dr. Green, "is that nothing horrendous is 
going to happen " 


An article in Today's Health magazine 


entitled "Menopause — Something to 
Look Forwa.-d To9" states that for the 
average woman the worst thing about 
the climacteric is not knowing what to 
expect. Women who have been through 
the climacteric have a much more posi- 
tive view of it than women who have not 
In fact, many women are healthier and 
more vigorous after menopause than 
they have ever been in their entire lives. 


"A SIGNIFICANT number of women 


find that life has a new flavoi, a new 
direction after the 'change,' " stated Dr. 
Suhail E Ghattas, head of the psy- 
chiatric department at St Alexius Hospi- 
tal in Elk Grove Village. "A woman may 
become more active, more constructive, 
a.id have more sexual enjoyment than 
ever before ' 


According to Dr Green, about 80 per 


cent 
of 
all 
women experience 
no 


troubling symptoms whatsoever during 
the climacteric In the 20 per cent who 
do, the greatest majority of symptoms 
are detected m routine physical exam- 
inations. And the majority of those with 
symptoms seek medical help in some 
form 


Dr. Green advises that during the 


years of climacteric, all women should 
have routine pap smears twice a year. 


Only a very limited number of women 


need or seek psychological help, accord- 
ing to Dr. Ghattas, and then only on a 
short term basis, perhaps three to six 
months. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL EFFECTS may oc- 


cur with initial hormonal changes within 
the woman's body, before the climacteric 
has actually started. Anxiety, apprehen- 
sion, tension — "I can't put my finger on 
it," said one woman. "It's a restlessness, 
a feeling of loss." 


Women have a tendency to blame 


much on the climacteric -nat is actually 
due to normal aging. The emotional as- 
pect of entering the 40s age group is it- 
self disconcerting to some. 


The more common symptoms that may 


accompany the climacteric years are 
flushes, or "hot flashes," and subsequent 
chilling both due to alterations in the 
hormonal content; emotional upheavals 
such as anxiety 
depression; and a 


change in the menstrual pattern, wheth- 
er in interval, amount of flow or both. 


In a very few instances, hormonal 


changes combined with advancing age 
may, according to "Today's Health," 
cause loss of elasticity of the vagina! tis- 
sues, making coitus painful; or shtunken 
lower urinary tissues causing urgency, 
frequency or even pain. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, women tend 


to attribute the following symptoms to 
"change of life" whether or not they are 
climacteric-related- 
insomnia, 
weight 


gain, thinning hair, facial hair, dizziness, 
loss of memory, headache, crawly skin 
sensations, pins and needles, joint pains, 
palpi.ations, backache, nausea, vomiting, 
depressed or heightened libido, swollen 
fingers, rash and gastro-intestinal dis- 
orders 


All of these symptoms — those due to 


hormonal changes as well as those due to 
aging — may be helped by medical treat- 
ment. 


"The use of ovarian hormones, estro- 


gen in particular, helps the majority of 
women," said Dr. Green. ("However, 
this is nrt a solid opinion," he added. 
In some cases, its use is not advised.") 


BUT ESTROGEN often dramatically 


relieves, flushes, emotional upheavals, re- 
suiting insomnia. Some doctors feel that 
it helps maintain skin vitality, helps 
avoid coronary heart disease, slows 
down the aging processes of the blood 
vessels. Some disagree. Estrogen does 
give a greater sense of well being, helps 
to stabilize the glandular balance. And al- 
though it may delay the menopause, it 
does not prolong the climacteric. 


According to the article m "Today's 


Health," estrogen therapy has been in 
use increasingly since 1940. The symp- 


toms that respond most dramatically to 
its use are hot flashes and atrophy of 
vaginal and bladder tissues 


Other drugs and hormones occasionally 


used to allay climacteric symptoms are 
progesterone, androgen, testosterone and 
thyroid; various tranquilizers, stimu- 
lants, sedatives; even vitamins and aspi- 
rin. 


THE ANXIETIES and apprehensions 


of the climacteric are normal pheno- 
mena, according to Dr. Ghattas, and do 
not indicate a need for psychiatric care 
"But if there are signs of acute emotion- 
al disorder accompanying the climacter- 
ic, a woman should see a psychiatrist. 
Withdrawal, a loss of contact with real- 
ity, confusion and inability to take care 
of one's self or one's responsibilities 
(commonly known as nervous break- 
down) require psychiatric help." 


Sessions with the psychiatrist are 


educational and supportive to reduce ten- 
sion and anxiety and help the patient re- 
alize she is going through a normal phys- 
iological process. Psychiatric sessions, 
combined with treatment for hormonal 
imbalance by her own physician, pro- 
duce extremely successful results, he 
added. 


Women who have had children or 


adopted children, who have assumed the 
feminine 
role 
throughout their 
lives, 


have a tendency to have fewer emotional 


problems than those who have not. Sex- 
ual activity and satisfaction with their 
intimate marital relationships also re- 
duce the psychological effects of the cli- 
macteric. 


"Women and men both have a tenden- 


cy to feel rejected at this time of life, but 
women, especially, need approval, ac- 
ceptance and reassurance," said Dr. 
Ghattas. 


"CHANGE OF LIFE is a normal pro- 


cess," he added, "the continuance of the 
ongoing relationship of two people: It's a 
challenge. The wife's role as mother and 
housekeeper changes. There are fewer 
demands upon her, fewer responsibilities 
to meet Husband and wife should verba- 
lize — talk out their anxieties and prob- 
lems, respect and accept each other 
Both are given a wonderful second 
chance of integrating, of establishing a 
closer relationship." 


As Dr Green pointed out, "A woman 


who fights to maintain her youth is fight- 
ing a losing battle. The climacteric 
brings a new phase of life. It is time to 
shift her responsibility from her children 
to her one 'big child' — her husband." 


With new health, new vigor, fewer obli- 


gations and a sex life free of the fear of 
pregnancy, the 50s can be the most won- 
derful years of a woman's life.

These pumps, incidentally, should be 
grounded. And never enter a flooded 
basement once water has reached appli- 
ance motors or electrical circuits. Don't 
hesitate to call the power company or 
police for advite or assistance.
